BRUSSELS, Oct. 24.—Within a few 
hours of the official announcement 
of his engagement to Princess Marie 
José and only a few feet from the 
tomb of Belgium’s unknown soldier, 
an attempt was made this morning 
to assassinate Prince Humbert, heir 
to the Italian throne. 

A young Italian law student, Fer- 
nando di Rosa, who had come to 
Brussels from Paris expressly: to kill 
the Prince, confessed that he fired 
a revolver at him from a distance 
of twelve feet. Fortunately the as- 
sassin slipped just as he fired and 
the shot went wide. 

Prince Humbert had wished, as his 
first act in the country of his fu- 
ture bride, to lay a‘wreath on the 
tomb of the Unknown Soldier. His 
engagement to the Princess being 
official, an elaborate ceremony had 
been arranged. There was a big 
crowd in the square around the Co- 
lonne de Congrés and two companies 
of infantry were lined up with their 
flags and the flag of the Italian vet- 
erans. 


Gendarme Fells Assailant. 


All the official world had gathered, 
including Burgomaster Max, General 
Kestens, the Italian Ambassador, 
Marquis Durazzo and the Minister of 
War, Count de Broqueville,. when. the 
Prince arrived at 9:30 o’clock. The

Leap- 
ing forward a Belgian gendarme 
béat down the young assassin’s arm 
with his sword and felled him before 
he could fire again. 

Prince Humbert heard the shot 
and saw the scuffle but scarcely 
turned his head. 

When the crowd realized what had 
happened there was a great out- 
burst of cheering. Those near the 
would-be assassin attacked and near- 
ly lynched him before he could be 
rescued by the police. 


Prince Completes Program. 


The whole incident lasted only two 
minutes, there being scarcely time 
to complete the playing of the na- 
tional anthem. At once, with slow 
and dignified steps, the Prince 
walked toward the tom® of the Un- 
known Soldier carrying a large 
horseshoe wreath of laurel leaves 
bound with blue ribbon on which 
was embossed the arms of the 
House of Savoy. 

Every one except. the Prince him- 
self was in an intense state of excite- 
ment and nervousness. The assassin 
might not have been alone. Perhaps 
another attempt would be made. The 
suggestion was whispered that the 


ceremony should be cut short, but 
th.'Prince insisted on reviewing 
guard of honor and he walked down 
the lines with the Italian Ambassa- 
dor, Count de Broqueville and Bur- 
gomaster Max, who all kept as close 
to him as etiquette would permit, the 
three forming a kind of bodyguard.

Reserve Board Meets Twice in 
Day and Keeps in Constant

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—After two 
extended meetings, over the second 
of which Secretary Mellon presided, 
the Federal Reserve Board late to- 
day decided that the avalanche of 
selling on the New York stock 
market today had not resulted in a 
situation serious enough to call for 
any immediate formal declaration. 
While the tremendous liquidation 
was at its height there were indica- 
tions that the board would make an 
announcement, but such action was 
withheld when the closing hour on 
the Exchange showed a part recovery 
of values. 

Throughout the day, however, there 
were scenes of unusual activity about 
the offices of the board in the Treas- 
ury Building and members were re- 
quested to keep constantly in touch 
with developments. 

After the afternoon meeting, which 
lasted from about 3:30 until 5 o’elock, 
Mr. Young met all inquiries with the 
statement that there was nothing to 
say, except that the bill rate in New 
York had been reduced to 5 per cent. 
: No action was taken in regard to the 
New York bank’s 6 per cent redis- 
count rate. 

Secretary Mellon also refused to 
make any formal comment. 


Brokers’ Loans Show Decline.

The most disastrous decline in the 
biggest and broadest stock market 
of history rocked the financial dis- 
trict yesterday. In.the very midst 
of the collapse five of the country’s 
most influential bankers hurried to 
the office of J. P. Morgan. & Co., 
and after a brief conference gave 
out word that they. beli¢ve the foun- 
dations of the market..to, be sound, 
that the market smash. has’ been 
caused by technical rather than fun- 
damental considerations, and that 
many sound stocks are wselling too 
low. 

Suddenly the market ‘turned’ about, 
on buying orders thrown into the 
pivotal issues, and before the final 
quotations were tapped ‘out, four 
hours and eight minutes after the 
3 o'clock bell, most stocks had re- 
gained a measurable part of. their 
losses. 

‘Losses at Close Not Excessive. 

The break was one of the witest 
in the market’s history, clthough th® 
losses at the close were: not partici 
larly large, many having been ré- 
couped by the afternoon rally. 

It carried down with it speculators, 
big and little, in every part of the 
country, wiping out thousands of ac- 
counts, It is probable that if the 
stockholders. of the country’s fore- 
most corporations had not been 
calmed by the attitude of leading 


bankers and the subsequent rally, . . 


the business of the country would 
have been seriously affected. Doubt- 
less business will feel the effects of 
the drastic stock shake-out, and this 
is expected to hit the luxuries most 
severely. 


It was by far the biggest market —« 


day in the country’s history. Total 
sales on the New York Stock Ex- 
change were 12,894,650 shares, as 
compared with the 8,246,000-share 
record set on: March 26, and on 
the Curb were 6,337,415 shares, as 
compared with the 3,715,400 record 
established Monday. A total of 974 
separate issues were dealt in on 
the Exchange, this figure, of 
course, establishing a new record. 
Bonds, which were strong, reached 
a volume of $23,233,000, the biggest 
day in that market since April 23, 
1926, and unlike stocks, the fixed in- 
vestments were strong, with the ex- 
ception of the convertible issues, 
whose fluctuations synchronize with 
the selling price of the stocks te 
which they are prior. :

The total losses cannot be accum - 
ately calculated, because of the large 
number of markets and the thous 
ands of securities not listed on any 
exchange.

Fear struck the big specula- 
tors and little ones, big investors and’ 
little ones. Thousands of them threw 
their holdings into. the whirling 
Stock Exchange. pit for what they 
would bring.

ON LONDON’S MARKET 


Wild Uproar Follows News of 
Break Here—Papers Feel 
Event Had Been Due.

LONDON, Oct. 24.—The wild day 
in Wall Street caused the London 
Street Market to keep open excep- 
tionally. late tonight, and some pop- 
ular Anglo-American securities broke 
sharply. American stocks were 
dumped . wholesale... into Shorters 
Court, where dealers in Anglo-Amer- 
ican securities assemble after the 
Stock Exchange closes at 4 o’clock. 

The uproar was deafening, while 
hatless, rain-soaked brokers -cried 
“Sell? “Sell!’? Nickels _ sell!’ 
*“‘Columbias sell!’? ‘Tractions sell!’’ 
‘“‘Hydros!’’—at every .owering prices. 
Pandemonium continued long after 
dark, and the morning was awaited 
with trepidation, 

The collapse is regarded here as the 
final, blow to some who have been 
caught in recent slumps in home 
securities. But it was not altogether 
unexpected. 

“The crash of the New York Ex- 
change has come, as it was bound 
to come,’’ says The Daily Express. 
“Stocks could not forever be forced 
up out of all proportion to the.earn- 
ing capacities of the undertakings 
they represented without a break 
coming sooner or later. Only the 
phenomenal prosperity of America as 
a whole, and its expanding indus- 
trialism, have been able to support 
so long the antics of Wall Street 
speculators.’’ 

The crash, In the opinion of The 
Daily Express, will provide a test

“The awakening of the diverse ele- 
ments smitten by the gambling fever 
is rude and convulsive,’’ says The

The big clock above the Stock Ex- 
change trading floor registered one 
minute to 3 o’clock yesterday. A 
short, slim man tensely watching the 
dial from a small balcony hunched 
forward in his seat. Below him. more 
than 1,000 brokers and as many more 
helpers milled madly about the trad- 
ing posts, 

The weird roar compounded of the 
voices of thousands of shouting men 
held to its steady volume. It never 
rose, it never fell, but rumbled to 
the high ceiling in mighty monotone. 
It was the voice of the Street, now 
hopeful, now tragic, making audible 
the history of a momentous day in 
the market. It could be heard on the 
Broad Street sidewalk. 

The hand of the clock crawled on. 
Williem R. Crawford, superintendent 
of tre Exchange’s reporting depart- 
ment, stood up in his balcony. He 
looked oddly like a judge about to 
charge a jury or deliver an oral de- 
cision. The brokers below were 
rushing about even more intensively 
as they realized that only seconds 
were left in which to execute orders. 


Brief Silence Follows Gong, 


Suddenly Mr. Crawford seized a 
ravel and asthe minute hand touched 
three he sounded the gong, ending 
trading for the day. In long, quiver- 


ing notes the cease-business warning 
clanged through the medley of noise. 
Thrice Mr. Crawford sounded the 
cong. There was a.second of silence, 
during which the telegraph wires 
spad the news of the close of trading 
to all points. 

Then the roar from the floor was 
resumed, swelling to a new height 
and then gradually receding. As it 
faded, a singular cacophony welled 
from the floor where more than 12,- 
ce0,000 shares had changed hands, 
and where paper fortunes had. van- 
ished.

SENATORS STIRRED

GLASS SEES VIEWS BACKED

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The fur- 
ther collapse of the stock market 
today caused a revival in the Senate 


of suggestions for legislative action 
to curb credit for speculation and for 
amendment of the National Banking 
and Federal Reserve acts to restrict 
credits used in the stock market. 

Along with such proposals some of 
the Senators advocated a thorough 
investigation of the Federal Reserve 
banking system, as proposed in the 
pending resolution of Senator King 
of Utah. 

Today’s activities in the market 
were watched with interest by Sena- 
tors who have been expecting de- 
velopments, that would create a 
sentiment not only in Congress but 
throughout the country in favor of 
legislation to make it more difficult 
for banks to lend money for specula- 


ax stock transfers made ostensibly 
for speculative purposes. 


Glass Urges Tax on Stock Sales. 


Senator Glass of Virginia, one of 
the authors of the Federal Reserve 
banking act, found in the situation 
the strongest argument for pressing 
his bill providing for the imposi- 
tion of a 5 per cent excise tax on 
sales of stock which have not been 
held over sixty days. It is his pres- 
ent plan to offer his bill as a ‘‘rider’’ 
to the pending tariff bill. Another 
proposal Mr. Glass will make at the 
December session will be for gom- 
parative amendment of the National 
Bank end Federal Reserve acts. He 
said he had not thoroughly worked 
out the amendments he will present, 
but hopes: to frame them in such a 
way as to restrict loans under the 
Federal Reserve System for specu- 
lative purposes. 

There is evident a desire on the 
part of responsible leaders to await 
the deflation of security values now 


in progress and consider proposals | 


for corrective measures only after 
expert advice and thorough consid- 
eration. Some Senators also ex- 
pressed the opinion that there was 
little Congress could do to stop stock 
market loans and that no good could 
be accomplished by an inquiry at 
this time. 

Senator King became active today 


in stirring up interest in his pend- 
ing resolution offered last May for 
an investigation of the Federal Re- 
serve System. He said he would in- 
sist upon action by the Senate Bank- 
ing and Currency Committee in the 
December session. ~ 
Immediate Inquiry ‘Unlikely.. 
Senator Norbeck of. South Dakota, 
chairman of that committee, de- 
clared that the committee apparently 
would favor an inquiry in the:regular 
session, but there was little proba- 
bility that it would be recommended 
in the present session.

Senator King said: 

“Gambling in stock has become a 
national disease. This malady reaches 
all classes of people, from preachers 
to stable boys. Only a short time 
ago in all circles every one was talk- 
ing about prohibition. 

‘*Whenever people met the prohibi- 
tion question in its varied angles 
was the subject of discussion. ow | 
when people meet, whether it be 
business menor laboring men, 
whether ladies in their social zather- 
ings or sewing circles, or shop. girls, | 
the stock market with its wild va-| 
garies is the topic anxiously and too 
often tragically canvassed. 

“TI have: had many letters from 
various parts of the United States, 
from poor deluded people, who have 
lost their limited savings in the de- 
structive gambling maelstrom. The 
heights reached by stocks have been 
unwarranted. 

‘‘Neither assets nor earnings, large 
as the earnings have been in many 
instarices, warrant the market val- 
ues of hundreds of stock issues. 
There has been an inflation not free 
from the charge of criminality, and 
which has been brought about by 
misrepresentation, and in many in- 
stances dishonest salesmanship. 
Many corporations have responded 
to the hysteria and inflationary 
spirit, and have increased their 
stock. issues, without reason and 
without justification, expecting to 
unload them, as unfortunately has 
been done, upon. a credulous, hys- 
terieal if not intoxicated public. 

“It. was inevitable that. a day of 
reckoning would come and the bil- 
lions would be lost as the water and 
hot air were eliminated from hun- 
dreds of stock issues. In my opinion 
there will be further declines as the 
people begin to learn the facts and 
to use common sense. There has 
been not only an inflation in the 
value of stocks, but in various forme 
of property. This has resulted in a 
somewhat fictitious prosperity. 


Criticizes Investment Trusts. 


“Some of the so-called. investment 
trusts have contributed to this un- 
warranted and dangerous inflation. 
They have urged the issue and 
sale of stocks and promoted their 
sales when no sufficient reasons jus- 
tified such issues; and brokers and 
some bankers and credit organiza- 
tions have joined in the credit ‘joy 
ride’ of speculation. They and others 
must beware lest the catastrophe 
continue and the limits of the grave- 
yard require enlargement. It is not 
creditable to our banking or business 
system which furnished unlimited 
credit for. stock gambling and stock

JERUSALEM, Oct. 24.—The com-

After about two hours of delibera- 
tion at the end of the trial, which 
lasted more than a week, the judges 
found the prisoner guilty only of in- 
citing the Hebron Arabs on the first 
Friday afternoon of the massacres 
to go to Jerusalem to attack the 
Jews there, but not guilty of incit- 
ing the Hebron Arabs to kill Hebron 
Jews. . 

The judges further stated that al- 
though they were convinced that 
Sheik Taleb addressed crowds on 
the Saturday morning when sixty-six 
Jews were slain, nevertheless they 
were not convinced that in his 
address he incited the crowds to kill 
Jews. 

It is understood that the defendant 
is appealing the case and it is 
further reported that he will be re- 
leased on bail pen the appeal 
and that the Arabs of Hebron are 
planning a great reception for him 
upon his return there. 

In authoritative quarters it is said 
that the Arabs have decided to hold 
a demonstration at the Wailing Wall 
tomorrow, their Sabbath, as a protest 
against the alleged infringement of 
their rights there.

Rheims, will be asked tomorrow to 
form & new government. He re- 
turned from eims this evening, 
and has been summoned to meet the 
President at the Elysée Palace to- 
morrow morning near noon. 

if, as is probable, he consents to 
try to form a government, he may 
ask Aristide Briand to remain at 
the Quai d’Orsay as Minister of For- 
eign Affairs. It is, however, more 
robable that he will choose former 

emier Herriot, who held that po- 
sition when the Dawes plan was 
adopted and the Ruhr evacuated. 
Even if asked, M. Briand may re- 
fuse. All will depend on the manner 
in which the invitation is offered, 
and also perhaps on the attitude of 
President Doumergue himself. 


Briand Widely Backed. 


The President cannot dictate who 
shall serve in any Cabinet. All he 
can do is to give his advice, and in 
view of the almost unanimous ad- 
vice which he himself has received 
from party leaders, that M. Briand’s 
policy must be followed, it may be 
expected that he will at least ex- 

ress the wish that M. Briand be 
ncluded in the Cabinet. 

Today’s congress at Rheims gave 
an entirely new angle to the whole 
situation. While it stoutly declared 
for a Left policy in religious matters 
and in foreign affairs, the congress 
voted an extremely moderate plat- 
form, refusing all Socialistic legisla- 
tion, such as government monopolies 
and nationalization. 

After three years of flirtation with 
socialistic principles the party de- 
clared itself, as it really is, a de- 
fender of the small capitalist and 
worker. M. Daladier said in his 
inaugural speech: ‘‘We wish to or- 
ganize a disunited Murope in the 
face of the massive American and 
Asiatic continents, where there are 
reigns already of a dictatorship of 
money and of a dictatorship of 
force.’’ 

That kind of sentiment may not 
mean much in America, but over 
here it means protection of the smal! 
man’s interests against large capital- 
istic combinations, and the _ indi- 
vidual Frenchman prefers to believe 
rd free from the tyranny of capi- 

sm. 


Drift From Socialists Shown. 


What was remarkable in the con- 
gress was the steady drift shown in 
all the speeches away from any too 
close alliance with Socialists. The 
radical Socialists will need their sup- 
port in the chamber even if they

Sees Parallel in 1919. 

“The situation this year is not un- 
like the situation we had in 1919, 
when the betting was 2, 3 and even 4 
to 1 in favor of Moran, the Tam- 
many candidate for President of the 


‘Board of Aldermen, only a day be- 


fore the election; which resulted in a 
victory for La Guardia.”’ 

The battleground in the La Guar- 
dia campaign last night shifted to 
the Bronx, where the Republican- 
Fusion nominee for Mayor is said to 
have more of an uphill fight than in 
any other borough. He addressed 
five meetings, one of these an open- 
air gathering at Longwood and 
Prospect Streets. His largest audi- 
ence was at a hackmen’s meeting at 
Hunts Point Palace. The topic of 
his first address at Miner’s American 


Theatre, Melrose Avenue and 150th’ 


Street, was the magistrates’ courts. 

Mr. La Guardia declared that in 
the event of his election he would 
seek forthwith legislative action to 
simplify the removal of city magis- 
trates by the Mayor for cause and 
that, this obtained, a general house- 
cleaning in inferior courts of crimi- 
nal jurisdiction would begin. 

He expressed the opinion that there 
was no necessity for having three 
justices sitting in Special Sessions 
cases, misdemeanors only being in- 
volved; that the work could be done 
as well by one justice and that a 
reform in that direction would en- 
able that tribunal to do three times 
the amount of work in a day that it 
is doing now. 

‘“‘A competent, efficient Police Com- 
missioner, with competent heads of 
the several bureaus and the raising 
of the morale of the police force, is 
not by any means sufficient to meet 
the crime situation,’’ he said. ‘‘It is 
necessary, also, to have magistrates 
who can deal honestly, efficiently and 
expeditiously with the cases that are 
brought before them. At the present 
time the dismissal of cases is out 
of all proportion to the averages of 
past years and, furthermore, the 
average of discharges by the grand 
jury and acquittals in the criminal 
courts are out of proportion to what 
would be a reasonable percentage.

Finds Tardiness of Justice. 


Mr.:-La Guardia’ said ‘that the 
tardiness of justice in the lower 
courts brought on unjustified hard- 
ships for the decent ‘citizen charged 


with some trivial offense, while’ the 
hardened criminal with a long rec- 
ord behind him thrived on the prac- 


tice. 

‘“‘The hardened criminal seldom has 
any difficulty in obtaining bail, 
while .the citizen charged with a 
minor offense frequently is compelled 
to spend weeks in the Tombs await- 
ing trial,’’ he said. 

“The system of the Special Sessions 
Court is archaic and obsolete. It is an 
inheritance from the old days when 
the Mayor and twoi Aldermen sat in 
special sessions to try cases. The Spe- 
cial Sessions Court has jurisdiction 
only over misdemeanors. There is no 
reason why we should have three 
justices, each drawing $17,500 a 
year, sitting at one time to hear such 
cases. A large percentage of the de- 
fendants plead guilty. The long im- 
prisonment while awaiting trial is a 
vicious practice in law and a, great 
expense to the people who are not 
criminals. It can be eliminated by 
providing that the Special Sessions 
Court be presided over by one instead 
of three justices. That will imme- 
diately furnish three times the pres- 
ent facilities for trying cases and 
should keep the court calendars up 
to date. Besides, there would be an 
opportunity for these trivial offend- 
ers to be brought to trial immediate- 
ly upon arrest. 

“To give an idea of some of the 
present abuses and common prac-

tices, I. will cite the cases of the so- 
called coffee house pinochle players. 
On Saturday night, when working 
men spend a few hours in‘ a local 
coffee house playing pinochle, all in 
the open, ‘a- patrol wagon will-come 
Up and take fifteen or twenty of the 
players away, charged with being 
common’ ‘gamblers. '

“And while all this goes on, real’ 


gambling may be iin operation right 
in the shadow of the police station, 
or in some near-by Tammany club- 
house, or a hold-up may, be pulled 
off while the whole precinct is busy 
with a few harmless pinochle play- 
ers.’

Earlier in the day Mr. La Guardia 
told newspapermen that he was fully 
convinced that the 1924 Progressives 
would-vote for him.

Mayor Walker and President Mc- 
Kee of the Board of Aldermen made 
their first campaign appearances in 
Manhattan since the Mayor’s first 
speech: ten days ago in Tammany 
Hall with a rally last night in Odd 
Fellows Halli at 105 East 106th Street. 
About 4,500 persons attended the 
rally. They jammed the hal and 
overflowed into adjoining rooms, 
which were equipped with amplifiers. 
The speeches also were broadcast 
over Station WOR, 

The Mayor deplored the fact that 


racial prejudice was being injected 


into the campaign. Mr. McKee spoke 
in praise of the Mayor and declared 
that it was the plan-of the admin- 
istration t orestore the residential 
charater of Manhattan by widening 
thoroughfares and removing the ele- 
vated structures. 

‘“‘With the completion of the pro- 
jected subway lines,’’ he said, ‘‘we 
will see in the Borough of Manhait- 
tan in a comparatively short time 
the removal of the Sixth, Ninth, 
Second. and Third Avenue elevated 
lines, With bright sunlight restored 
to them: these avenues will regain 
their lost greatness, which should 
never have been permitted to he 
diminished by the. building of ele- 
vated lines,”’ . 

The meeting was presided over b 
John J. Freschi, an Italian-Ameri- 
can, who declared that it was a real 
menace to inject racial prejudice 





into the campaign. The meeting was 
largely attended by _Italian-Ameri- 
cans, who greeted the remarks of 
Mayor Walker and Mr. Freschi with 
enthusiastic applause. 

The Mayor said: 

“Let me be frank about it. There 
are a t many sons and daughters 
of I living in this city who have 
been urged in this campaign to vote 
for one of the candidates because he 
is of the same blood. I, perhaps, 
could find no fault in my sympa- 
thetic heart with any one who might 
follow that advice. But let me, de- 
voted as I am to the best interests 
of this city, say not only to this au- 
dience but to the greater audience 
listening in that I have no hope, no 
expectation, no right to ask for the 
vote of sons and daughters of Irish 
blood, unless I can prove to them, 
as I expect to, that I am the best 
man to be the Mayor of this city. 

“‘And if even because of enthusiasm 
or ambition I had a well-developed 
love for public office and a selfish- 
ness in seeking it, my experience 
would still dictate to me that I could 
not expect to get all the Irish votes 
in this city because I was Irish. I 
know the Irish too well to expect 
that. 

Says Irish Want the Best. 


Tt is one of the things that makes 
me so proud of my Irish blood, be- 
cause they always have had upper- 
most in their minds, a determination 
to live under the best kind of govern- 
ment. Sorry the day will be for this 
city when racial or group politics is 
injected into our lives. Fine, splendid, 
for that group which has the largest 
population. But what of all the other 
groups not so great in number? Are 
hey to be ignored and overlooked? 
On the contrary the protection of 
this municipality as well as the pro- 
tection of the national government 
must stand ready to protect the 
weakest of us for the protection of 
the conan at large. 

*“T have been Mayor of this city for 
nearly four years and never in my 
official mind or my personal mind, 
never in my heart has there been 
one whit of discrimination or pref- 
erence either because of race, creed 
or color. All people have looked alike 
to me, and have had the best that it 
was in my soul to give. 


Asks Votes on Record. 

‘Let me repeat again, I want no 
racial sympathy, I am asking for 
support in this campaign on the ac- 
complishments of the aadministra- 
tion and nothing else. But if you 





don’t believe in. this. principle and 
ou are to be actuated by prejudice; 
f there is any decline in the admira- 
tion we have for your loyalty to the 
city; if it is so flimsy that it can be 
moved by mere sentiment, then you 
must expect to be measured as smal- 
ler in'patriotism than I as the Mayor 
regarded you before this election. 
That is no threat.” | 

The Mayor spoke later at a dinner 
of the Bronx Chamber of Commerce 
in the Concourse Plaza Hotel. 
A delegation of the Non-Partisan 
Italian-American Business Men’s 
Committee for the Re-Election of 
Walker, Berry and McKee, headed 
by Dr. Charles Perilli, chairman, 
called at City Hall yesterday to 
pledge their support to the Mayor.

THOMAS PROMISES 
TO GUT MILK PRICE 


Points to Power of Monopoly, 
to Embargo on Cream and 
Wide Price Spread. 








OUTLINES SUBWAY PLAN 





Socialist Would Establish Merit 
System of Operation and 
Unionize Employes. 


Declaring the price of milk in New 
York City to be “highly exorbitant,”’ 
Norman Thomas, Socialist candidate 
for Mayor, asserted last night that 9 
Socialist administration, if elected, 
would take steps to bring about a re- 
duction in the price by instituting 
among other moves, a ‘“‘careful inves- 
tigation of alJ factors in the price of 


q| milk, including the attitude and rules 


of the Health Department.” In ear- 
lier speeches yesterday Mr. Thomas 
completed his discussion of the tran- 
sit problem by outlining a plan for 
municipal operation of subways un- 
der a directorate composed of ‘‘users 
and workers,’’ the two groups moat 
concerned. 

Two essentials for a strong and 
healthy childhood, Mr. Thomas said 
last night ‘n a series of speeches, 
are purity of milk and its abundance 
at a reasonable price. In the first 

articular, New York is in a satis- 
actory situation, he said, for the 
‘‘milk racketeering which has dis- 
graced the Health Department has 
not involved a breakdown of stand- 
ards of protection in respect to dis- 
ease.’’ But in price, he added, New 
York has a uniquely high rate for 
milk. 


Points to 10-Cent Spread. 


“The spread of price between 
farmer and consumer is terrific,’’ 


Mr, Thomas declared. The dealer 
gets Grade A milk delivered to him 
in New York for from 9 to 10 cents, 
and Grade A milk sells to the con- 
sumer at 19 cents a quart. What 
possible excuse is there for a 10-cent 
spread?’’ 

Mr. Thomas advanced two factors 
as contributory to this high price. 
One, he said, was the powerful milk 
companies, which have both consum- 
ers and producers at their mercy and 
have the advantages bo of 
monopoly and competition. 

‘“‘New York is also the victim of an 
artificial and unnecessary embargo 
against Western cream which has 
been imposed by our local Health 
Department,’’ the Socialist nominee 
continued. ‘‘This forces up the price 
of cream by an amount estimated at 
15 cents a quart. The beneficiaries 
of this embargo on cream and of 
restrictions on milk from Western 
milksheds which amount almost to 
an embargo are not primarily the 
farmers in New York milksheds. 
ar are the great producing com- 
panies and the occasional bootleg- 

ers of milk and cream. Apparently 
he Health Department does not 
want us to use Western cream be- 
cause it comes from a long distance, 
but sees no harm in our using stor- 
age cream.”’ 

ile no re-.edy could be found 
without an investigation which no 
candidate could make in a cam- 
paign, Mr. Thomas continued, hon- 
orable cooperation between genuine 
farmers’ cooperatives and a consum- 
ers’ cooperative or a municipal com- 
pany should ‘“‘break the strangle- 
hold of the milk companies.” 


Gives Plan for Subways. 


Outlining his plan for municipal 
operation of subways at a luncheon 
of the Brooklyn Rotary Club at the 
Hotel Bossert, Montague and Hicks 
Streets, Mr. Thomas said the Social- 
ists advocate that all positions be 
under the civi! service or merit sys- 
tem, that workers be allowed to or- 
ganize a union and bargain collec- 
tively and that functional self-gov- 
ernment be set up in place of polit- 
ical government.

‘ROME, Oct. 24.— News of the at- 
tempt on Prince Humbert’s life at 
Brussels, which reached Rome soon 
after midday, hard on the heels of 
the official announcement of his en- 
gagement to Princess José Marie, 
created great indignation, which 
soon, however, gave way to thank- 
fulness for his escape. é, 

Half an hour after the first intimja- 
tion of the Prince’s safety reached) 
Rome all the streets were filled with 
excited crowds. Preparations for 
démonstrations of rejoicing and loy-' 
alty to the reigning house were 
quickly made and flags were flown 
at every window. 

It was lunch time when the first 
telegrams announcing the attempt 
on the Prince’s life reached here and 
so the streets were practically de- 
serted., Special editions of the news- 
papers, however, soon spread the 
news throughout -the city, causing a 
wave of excitement such as the capi- 
tal has varely witnessed. The news 
vendors were literally taken by as- 
sault by citizens anxious for news, 
but the newspapers gave no de- 
tails beyond that a shot had been 
fired at the Prince, that he was 
unhurt and that the would-be. assas- 
sin had been arrested. It was not 
till several hours later that the full 
story was known. 

Crowds Demonstrate Loyalty. 

Crowds, as if by common impulse, 
immediately collected outside the 
royal palace to demonstrate their 
loyalty and sympathy. As the King 
and Queen are still at the royal 
castle at Racconigi the crowds slow- 
ly melted away. 

The excitement lasted in the streets 


all afternoon and late into the night. 
In all public places orchestras were 


called upon to play national airs 
again and again. Every one listened 


to.them standing bareheaded amid 
onthusiastic bursts of cheering. ‘In 
several points of the city the Fas- 
cisti improvised parades and meved 
through the main thoroughfares ap- 
plauding the royal family. ~ 2 
Premier Mussolini was the first to 
receive the news of the attempted 
assassination. His first thought was 
to inform the King, which he-« did 
personally by long distance tele- 
phone. Then he gave an example of 
rejoicing to the population, ordering 


national flags to be displayed on all 
th; public buildings. At the same 


time Signor Mussolini issued an in- 
struction to the police to watch lest 
the crowd, in its mingled enthusiasm 
and indignation, should abandon it- 
self to excesses. To the moment of 
writing, however, no untoward inci- 
dents have been reported. 


Pope Condemns Attempt. 


The Pope learned the news through 
Cardinal Gasparri, who was informed 
of the event by the Ministry of For- 
eign Affairs. The Pontiff, who only 
a few hours previously had sent con- 


gratulations to the royal family on 
the engagement of the heir to the 


throne, was deeply shocked. He im- 
mediately instructed Mgr. Borgon- 
gini, ducal papal nuncio accredited 
fo the Quirinal, to express to the 
royal family his condemnation of the 
attempt on the Prince’s life together 
with his congratulations and joy for 
the escape. 

The newspapers tonight are very 
svaring in their comments. The 
Giornale d'Italia says: 

“The news does not require lengthy 
comments. Our miserable expa- 
triates, allied with communism, have 
beén reduced in their savage hate 
to assassination. They wish to 
strike at the great symbols of the 
nation, not realizing that they strike 
the whole Italian nation. All Ital- 
ians rise to their feet crying, ‘Viva 
Italy and the House of Savoy; viva 
l’ascismo and viva Il Duce.’”’ 

The Tribuna says in part: 

“The would-be assassin was once 
an Italian. The truth is that a man 
capable of such a crime does not be- 


long to any nation and should not 
even have a name because he has 
killed in himself those sentiments 
which distinguish men from beasts.’’

Assassin Killed Humbert I 
The attempted assassination of 
Crown Prince Humbert recalls to 
The Associated Press that the 
Prince’s grandfather, King Humbert, 
met death at the hands of an asags- 
sin in 1900 and that several attempts 
have been made on the life of his 
father, King Victor Emmanuel. 


King Humbert I was killed at 
Monza by the anarchist Bresei on 
July 29, 1900. Several previous at- 
tempts had been made upon his life. 

In March, 1912, an attempt to as- 
sassinate King Victor Emmanuel 
was made by a youthful anarchist in 
Rome. Three shots were fired at the 
King, who was on hfs way to the 
Pantheon to attend a service com- 
memorative of the birth of his 
father, King Humbert I. 

In April, 1928, the present King 
narrowly escaped death in Milan 
while en route to preside at the an- 
nual fair. A bomb explosion killed 
fifteen persons and maimed forty, 
but did not injure the King. 





DANISH BANK CLOSES 
~~ “4S COMPANIES FAIL 


Government Sets Committee to 
Investigate Folkebank Affairs 
—Harald Plum a Suicide.

COPENHAGEN, Oct. 24.—One of 
the smaller Copenhagen banks, the 
Folkebank, closed its doors tempo- 
rarily today following the failures of 
the so-called Plum companies and 


‘the suicide of Harald Plum, their 


managing director. The crisis is re- 
ported to be due to fraudulent trans- 
actions with the Plum companies. 
The Danish Government tonight 
appointed a committee to investigate 
the Folkebank’s affairs and to de- 
termine whether any one in the 
bank’s management assisted Mr. 
Plum in the alleged frauds. The 
bank’s managing director is Brette- 
ville Plum, a cousin of the dead man. 
All the firms-involved are more or 
less associated with the butter trade. 
Harald Plum’s death was as sen- 
sational as the rest of his career. As 
director of thé defunct Transatlantic 
Company, in which the Danish 
Landmansbank lost 200,000,000 kron- 
er, Mr. Plum underwent a legal ex- 
amination in 1924, but no action was 
taken. He was the financial backer 
of the, ‘‘White’’ General Yudenitch 





and of Admiral Kolchak, who at- 
tempted to overthrow the Bolshevist 
régime in Russia after the war, 

During the Transatlantic Company 
inquiry it was revealed that Mr. 
Plum had sold and resold quantities 
of shares from one branch bank to 
another all around the world, which 
finally returned to the first seller at 
a substantial profit. 

He was an eccentric personality, 
and after the 1924 investigation built 
a symbolic statue group on his’ pri- 
vate island, showing the god Thor 
struggling with demons of the under- 
world. He lived like a king on his 
island and each time he landed from 
the mainland a big gun was fired in 
salute. 

Despite the sensation, a financial 
disaster is not expected. The Folke- 
bank announces it will reopen, pro- 
vided its losses are not greater than 
have been estimated by the directors. 
Leading Copenhagen banks have de- 
clared their willingness to assist the 
Folkebank if the investigations now 
begun disclose it is fundamentally 
sound. 

The only casualty so far has been 
the Nordisk Trust Company, which 
suspended payments following the 
Folkebank collapse.

Economic Committee Meets to 
Draw Up Draft Convention, 
Task Set by Assembly. 








AMERICAN TO ALLAY FEARS 





L. R. Eastman Is Ready to Assure 
Europeans We Are Not Hostile to 
Their Economic Union Plan.

GENEVA, Oct. 24.—European ap- 
prehensions of arousing American 
hostility with the projected Euro- 
pean economic union are expected to 
be considerably lessened before the 
end of the session of the League of 
Nations’ Economic Committee, which 
began today and which has the task 
of drawing up a draft convention 
for a tariff holiday. 

With regard to a European federa- 
tion the American member of the 
committee, Lucius R. Eastman, for- 
mer president of the Merchants’ 
Association of New York and presi- 
dent of the American Arbitration As- 
sociation, told your correspondent 
today that he was ready to do all he 
could, if his colleagues requested his 
views, to allay these fears and as- 
sure Europeans that the prevailing 
tendency in America is to believe 
that any steps Europe takes to in- 
crease her prosperity are in the in- 
terest of the United States. From 
other sources it is learned that the 
committee is certain to ask Mr. East- 
man about the American attitude. 

Indeed, such importance is at- 
tached to the question that a mem- 
ber of the League’s economic section 
went to Paris, where Mr. Eastman 
spent the last week discussing the 
proposed European customs union 
with European business men, to con- 
fer with him on the subject. An im- 
portant declaration by him is ex- 
pected either tomorrow, when the 
committee takes up the question of 
a tariff holiday, or during its subse- 
quent formulation of the draft con- 
vention intended to serve as a basis 
for discussion at the conference on 
the subject scheduled to be convoked 
early next year. 

Though Mr. Eastman serves on the 
committee in a purely private ca- 
pacity, special importance is at- 
tached to his views here since it is 
known that he conferred with Secre- 
tary of State Stimson and Secretary 
of Commerce Lamont on the subject 
before leaving America. 


. Says We Want to Help. 


Mr. Eastman himself said that he 
considered the proposed tariff hol- 
iday as well as the general question 
of a European federation as purely a 
European problem, and that it was 
not the business of Americans to ad- 
vise Europe how to put her house ir 
order. He declared he desired to put 
no sand on the track and believed 
the United States wished to help the 
movement in any way it could and 
asked only that it receive fair plav 
in any tariff arrangements made. 
He preferred, however, not to dis- 
cuss the matter in detail before it 
came up in the committee. 

It is understood that the hand of 
Herr Strendelenburg, the German 
chairman of the Economic Commit- 
tee, has already drawn up a prelim- 
inary draft convention for a tariff 
holiday which will form the basis for 
the committee’s discussion. It will 
be recalled that the recent Assembly 
asked the committee to work out a 
project for a two-year customs truce, 
and during this armistice negotia- 
tions for a European tariff union 
would be carried on. 

This work, of course, is only part 
of Aristide Briand’s scheme for a 
European federation, on which the 
European States, at a luncheon he 
gave during the Assembly session, 
asked him to circulate a’ memoran- 
dum among them preliminary to a 
conference next September. It is 
understood that M. Briand, before 
his overthrow as French . Premier, 
agreed to delay the memorandum 
until the end of the year so as to 
leave time for the governments first 
to give their views on the tariff con- 
vention to the economic committee 
to help frame it. Even if M. Briand 
does not return, at least as Foreign 
Minister, it is expected here that he 
phe not let his work for a federation 

rov. 

The Economic Committee, after 
paying tribute to the late Dr. Gus- 
taf Stresemann, who was rappor- 
teur on the Council for economic 
questions, devoted today’s sessions 
chiefly to statistics and technical 
questions. 

Sir Eric Drummond, the Secretary- 
General, yesterday sent a circular 
letter to the members of the League 
calling attention to the terms in 
which the United States ratified the 
convention for the abolition of im- 
port and export prohibitions and 
asking them to notify him before 
Dec. 5. if they accepted Washington’s 
reservation excepting prison-made 
_— from the scope of the conven- 
ion. It is also declared their replies 
— be communicated to Washing- 
on. 





The League’s Plan. 
GENEVA, Oct. 24 (®).—The Eco- 
nomic Committee’s task is to devise 
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methods for operating the five-fold 
program adopted by the Assembly 
in its campaign to remove obstacles 
to trade, secure economic disarma- 
ment and establish international 
economic cooperation. 

The League’s plan may be out- 
lined thus: 

The first stage is an invitation to 
all nations, both within and without 
the League, to intimate before Dec. 
31 if they are disposed to take part 
in a diplomatic conference with a 
view to concluding a tariff truce. 

The second stage is that the Coun- 
cil shall decide on the basis of re- 
plies received, whether the _ diplo- 
matic conrerence is to be held. The 
suggested time for the conference is 
early next year. 

The third stage is the diplomatic 
conference itself. 

The fourth stage consists of nego- 
tiations between States signing the 


truce, and might last two or three 
weeks. 

The fifth stage is the final diplo- 
matic conference to take note of the 
results of the negotiations. 





CRITICIZES THOMAS 
ON STEEL EXPORT PLAN 


British Engineer Says Canada 
Prefers the Structural Product 
of This Country. 





LONDON, Oct. 24 (Canadian 
Press).—Plans to export more Brit 
ish steel to Canada, being fostered 
by J. H. Thomas, Lord Privy Seal, 
were criticized tonight by S. G. 
Bowers, prominent British engincer 
who has just returned from Canada 
and the United States. He was ad- 
dressing the Institution of Structural 
Engineers. 

‘We are reading a good deal 
about Mr. Thomas’s hopes of send- 
ing more British steel to Canada,’”’ 
he said. ‘‘As far as structural steel 
is concerned Mr. Thomas is up 





sbassist it. Canada is using Amcer- 
ican steel for this purpose and unless 
Britain changes the construction of 
her steel sections Canada is not 
likely to buy them in preference to 
American sections.’’ 

Mr. Bowers explained that owing 
to the growth of'skyscraper building 
in Canada structural steel now made 
in Britain was totally unsuitable. 
British manufacturers had not yet 
attempted to produce the special 
column shapes essential for cheap 
and speedy construction, and to turn 


out the special types of steel required | - 


by Canada they would have to install 
new plants at very heavy cost. 

The whole progress of the struc- 
tural steel industry in Britain was 
held up by obsolete building laws, 
Mr. Bowers asserted. These were 
the regulations restricting the height 
of buildings to about 100 feet, in- 
stead of permitting elevations up to 
around 800 feet as in other parts of 
the world.

Nanking claims the eviction of the 
i Kuominchun forces from Yungyang, 
iwhereas the rebels claim to have 
‘broken Nanking’s line at Weng- 
chow. Foreign sources report an 
abortive mutiny of the Fourth Di- 
/ vision at Hankow, but Nanking de- 
clares that all its troops have been 
‘loyal and that there are many de- 
| gertions on the other side. 

Nanking admits that large bodies 
‘of ‘‘Big Swords” are gathering in 
{Honan and Hupeh Provinces to as- 
sist the Kuominchun forces, but it 
‘insists that the government marshals 
' 200,000 able troops, against 120,000 ill- 
,equipped enemy soldiers, who, it de- 
clares, are suffering from internal 
‘cissensions. 

i} The heads of Nanking’s Yuans, in 
‘a joint statement to the nation, urge 
ithe people ‘‘not to continue to look 
‘on with indifference,’’ but actively

Continuous Fighting in Progress. 


HANKOW, Oct. 24 (%).—Continuous 
‘but indecisive fighting between the 
‘Nationalist forces and the Kuomin- 


chun was in progress today through- 
iout that portion of Honan Province 
iwest of the Kinhan Railway. 

The opposing armies appeared to 





the railway, whereas two days oe 
they formed an east to west line. The 
resent battle line extends north 
rom the border of Hupeh Province 
te the Lunghai Railway near Cheng- 
chow. 

At their nearest point the Kuomin- 
chun forces still were more than 100 
miles from. Hankow, their apparent 
objective. The shifting of the battle 
line resulted when the right wing of 
the Nationalist forces advanced 
northward along the Kinhan Rail- 
way, driving the rebels from the rail- 
road zone while the left wing of the 
central.° government forces with- 
drew toward the southeast, per- 
tmitting the ‘‘people’s army”’ to reach 
the Hupeh border. 

Bodyguards of President veaey oh | 
Kai-shek, head of the Nationalis 
forces, alrived here from Nanking, 
seemingly indicating that the Gen- 
eralissimo, who also is the head of 
the Nationalist Civil Guard, would 
arrive here soon to take command of 
the central military forces. 

The Japanese Military Intelligence 
stated that the Kuominchun forces 
again had advanced close to Cheng- 
chow, threatening to capture the 
Nationalist strategic rail point. 





Nanking Justifies Stand. 


Resistance to troop disbandment in 
defiance of government orders is the 
basis of the present revolt against 
the Nanking Government, according 
to a statement of the Foreign Min- 
istry made public at the Chinese Le- 
gation in Washington, according to 
the Kuo Min News Agency. 

The text of the statement follows: 

“In order ta consummate China’s 
reconstruction the most urgent task 
is to reduce her standing army. 
Hence the recent disbandment and 
reorganization conference decided to 
cut down the present total of 160 
divisions to a maximum of divi- 
sions, or 800,000 men, a figure which 
would still entail a heavy drain on 


'the national treasury. 


“Feng Yu-hsiang at first supported 
the disbandment conference, but 
later chose to mr only lip service 
to it. Led by Li Tsung-jen and Pei 
Chung-hsi, the Kwangsi_ generals 
defied the government. Feng Yu- 
hsiang took their side. and did 
enormous damage to the railway 
property in his retreat westward. He 
was at once dismissed and ordered 
to be arrested. In less than a month 
the insurgents were suppressed. 
Feng Yu-hsiang recanted and sued 
for pardon, The government, always 
magnanimous to a fault, stayed the 
order for his arrest and reinstated 
his subordinates. 

‘‘When the government started to 
disband the superfluous troops, Feng 
Yu-Hsiang nominally recuperating in 
Shansi conspired with his malcon- 
tents. Chang Fa-Kwei refused to 
obey the government’s orders and 
the remnants of the Kwangsi clique 
revolted. The government at once 
took the situation in hand and the 
rebels in Kwangsi were forced to 
flee. That province was regained 





in Southwestern Hunan. 
Blames Soviet Meddling. 


“A number of Feng Yu-hsiang’s 
subordinates then révolted in the 
Northwest and it is manifest that 
the Soviet Government is an active 
party to this insurrection. Ever since 
the present dispute over the Chinese 
Eastern Railway the Soviet Govern- 
ment has been adopting a zig-zag 
policy, blowing hot and cold, accord- 
ing to the political barometer in this 
country. Its readiness to reach a 
settlement seems to depend upon 
whether the National Government is 
or is not preoccupied with domestic 
troubles more pressing than those 
created by a foreign intruder. 

“For repeatedly plotting against 


the National Government Feng Yu- 
hsiang is now a prisoner in Shansi 
under the custody of General Yen 
Hsi-shan, while many of his former 
followers, such as Han Fu-chu, 
chairman of the Honan Provincial 
Government; Shih Yu-Shan, chair- 
man of the Anhwei Provincial Gov- 
ernment, and other influential leaders 
have declared their loyalty to the 
National Government. 

“The National Government is con- 
fident that it will be able to sup- 
press this latest revolt. It is being 
overwhelmed with circulars and tele- 
grams from the whole country and 
loyal Generals, which not only con- 
demn the rebels in the north and 
south, but also pledge unfailing sup- 
port to the government against all 
attempts to disrupt the national 
unity and wreck the disbandment 
program, 

“By refusing to settle the Chinese 
railway dispute equitably, the Soviet 
Government is indirectly abetting the 
malcontents and encouraging the in- 
surgents to prolong their resistance. 
By its innumerable acts of provoca. 
tion and the waging of even actua! 
hostilities it must be held responsible 
for all destruction of life and prop- 
erty as well as the damages resulting 
therefrom. The whole nation if nec- 
essary will have to be mobilized in 
defense of the nation against the 
Moscovite invasion.’’ 


MADRID CLOSES SCHOOLS. 


Outbreak of Infantile Paralysis 
Leads to Precaution. 


MADRID, Oct. 24 ().—Most of the 
schools in Madrid and its suburbs 
have been closed because of an out- 
break of infantile paralysis in which 


some cases have been fatal. 

The Health Department is with- 
holding statistics, but announced 
that the outbreak had not yet

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DEADLOCK AT BADEN 
ON POWERS OF BANK 


Fall of Briand Slows Work of 
World Trust Organizers and 
Dispute Brings Tension. 








AMERICANS URGE STRENGTH 





Our Delegation Said to Have Hinted 
at Withdrawal If Making of 
Profit Is Allowed.

BADEN-BADEN, Germany, Oct. 
~ 24—The fall of the French Govern- 
ment paralyzed today the work of 
the committee here organizing the 
Bank for International Settlements, 
although members of the conference 
ostensibly are independent of all po- 
litical influence, representing only 
the banks of issue of their countries. 

Until it is known what will be the 
complexion of the new French Cab- 
inet and its foreign policies, the 
French delegation here would hesi- 
tate to give final approval of any 
decision, and for that reason it is ex- 
pected that the work of the main 
body of the conference here will 
move slowly for several days. 

The negotiations also were in a 
critical stage tonight due to a new 
conflict in the trusteeship subcom- 
mittee relating to the powers of ihe 
bank. So great is the tension ani 
so wide the divergences of opinion 
that Jackson Reynolds, of New York, 
the chairman, is refusing to call the 
plenary session set for Friday unless 
@ more reasonable attitude is taken 
by those who seek to place such re- 
stricitions on the bank’s powers as 


to make it merely a clearing housc 
for reparation payments. 


Adequate Powers Urged. 


The American view is that the 
bank, to become a useful institution, 
must have sufficient powers to con- 
duct business for itself at a profit, 
and if it is made merely a clearing 
house, whose deposits are withdrawn 
the moment they are paid in, the 
small privilege of creating credit or 
issuing bonds would be no improve- 
ment on the present system admin- 

-istered by S. Parker Gilbert and 
could not facilitate international 
finance, as the Young plan contem- 
plates. 

The subcommittee worked all day 
today without reaching any accord. 
The French delegates are dissatis- 
fied with the committee’s decision to 
eliminate the program of Germany’s 
payments from the deed of trust, 
contending that, as the Young plan 
was amended at The Hague new 
propositions still could be inserted 
in the bank plan.

Much Work Cleared. 

The trustee committee, which yes- 
terday was relieved of one of its 
greatest obstacles when the full 
meeting decided to eliminate all 
question of Germany entering the 
trust agreement, was in almost con- 
tinuous session today and cleared up 
a Jarge amount of work which had 
been held in abeyance. It has now 
been left to the governments to de- 
cide whether there should be a spe- 
cial contract between Germany and 
the bank on the details of repara- 
tions payments and the trustee deed 
now being formulated will only rep- 
resent a contract between the bank 
and creditor nations regarding how 
the funds will be handled once they 
are in hand. 

There was a meeting today also of 





the judicial committee as the con- 
ference had decided that an arbitra- 
tion clause should be inserted in 
the statutes regulating any disputes 
which may arise regarding the 
statutes themselves. The committee 
will decide whether this clause 
should apply to the central banks or 
to the governments and precisely 
what parties may be authorized to 
call the statutes into question. 

Both subcommittees will continue 
their sessions tomorrow.

QUEBEC, Oct. 24.—Prime Minister 
J. Ramsay MacDonald turned his 
thoughts homeward and to the more 
practical details preliminary to the 
five-power naval disarmament con- 
ference at London in January when 
he arrived here today on the eve of 
sailing for England. 

He will embark late tomorrow on

The results of the Prime Minis- 
ter’s visit to this continent probably 
will remain clothed in generalities 
when he departs tomorrow night. 
But he will leave behind a personal 
impression which is being reflectej 
now in Canada as it was in the 
United States when crowds were 
greeting him there as they were upon 
his arrival here this morning, 


Enthusiastic Over Rest in Hills. 


Mr. MacDonald was visibly a rest- 
ed man when he reached Quebec 
this morning aboard his special Ca- 
nadian National train from Chi- 
coutimi, where he had spent a two- 
day respite from official engage- 
ments. 

It was the first time in two weeks 
that the Prime Minister has had the 
‘‘snap’’ so characteristic of him when 
he landed in New York,.and credited 
it to the Saguenay River country 
where he spent this precious two 
days of rest. 

‘‘Whenever I feel there is anything 
wrong with me I am coming back 
to the Canadian Hills,’’ he said. ‘‘I 
feel refreshed in body and soul.” 

Mr. MacDonald was greeted by 
Mayor Auger, who took the Premier 
and his daughter, Miss Ishbel Mac-

The President will name either one 
or two others to the delegation, but 
has yet to select them. The Ameri- 
can commission probably will be com- 
posed of six members, particularly if 
the British plan of six delegates goes 
through. 

Under the present arrangement of 
the British Foreign Office as outlined 
by Prime Minister Ramsay Mac- 
Donald, Great Britain would have 
one delegate and there would be one 
each for the Irish Free State, Can- 
ada, Australia, New Zealand and the 
Union of South Africa. 

Although he has appointed a Demo- 
crat to the commission, Mr. Hoover 
does not regard the question of naval 
limitation as political, and it is indi- 
cated that the additional selections 
he will make will not be based upon 
party affiliations. 

It is unlikely that Hugh S. Gibson, 
Ambassador to Belgium, who headed 
the American delegations at both the 
1927 Tripartite Conference and the 
recent meeting of the League of 
Nations Preparatory . Commission, 
will be selected as_a delegate. It is the 
intention. however, to have Ambas- 
sador Gibson in London during the 
conference in an advisory capacity.

88-year-old man who guided the gov-

World War feels that ‘‘peace based 
on superior military strength will 
still leng be imposed on the world,”’ 
despite what he terms ‘‘peace parlia- 
ments.’’ 


His convictions about peace and, 


war, man and his failings, religion, 
science, and philosophy, M, Clemen- 
ceay has summed up in a two-volume 
work, ‘In the Evening of my 
Thought,’’ which, in English transla- 
tion, is being published today by the 
Houghton Mifflin Company. 

From this long exposition of his 
views about life M. Clemenceau has 
excluded contemporary personalities. 


There are no autobiographical chap- 
ters and no references to political 
colleagues or opponents of the World 
War. But the Tiger of France has 
mugh to say about matters of con- 
tinuous moment. 


Gives Views on Peace. 


Peace is only a remote possibility, 
in M. Clemenceau’s view. ‘If the 
chatter of courts” he says, ‘‘is in- 
effective to ‘remedy the murders of 
peace, people try to assure us, by 
way of offset, that the wholesale 
murders of war will be brought to 
an end by supplementary chatter in 
ostentatious councils in which hid- 
den coalitions of interests are ex- 
pected to produce disinterestedness. 


Rather should we consider the com- | 


edy of false ‘disarmament’ at a mo- 
ment when the manufacture of arms 
has reached an extravagant develop- 
ment. 

‘T do not see,” he continues ‘‘that 
the peace of the strongest, with its 
treaties—‘scraps of pores ’—has pro- 
duced any appreciable degree of se- 
curity.

RHODE ISLAND OPENS 
MOUNT HOPE BRIDGE 


National, State and Local Offi- 
cials Take Part in Elaborate 


Ceremony.

NEWPORT, R. I., Oct. 24.—The 
State of Rhode Island and Provi- 
dence Plantations were officially 
united today when the Mount Hope 
Bridge, a $4,000,000 span, was dedi- 
cated and opened to public travel. 
Vice President Curtis, in Washing- 
ton, touched a button -at noon that 

ave the signal for the official open- 
ng. It was announced by the fir- 
ing of a salute on the Bristol side, 
the steam whistle of the cruiser Dal- 
las moored close to the bridge and 
the explosion of aerial bombs. 

The massive steel and concrete 
structure spanning Mount Hope Bay 
joins the Rhode Island shore with 
the Bristol shore at Portsmouth, pro- 
viding a link in the State highway 
system whereby it is possible to go 
from one part of the State to the 
other without passing through Massa- 
chusetts. 

With the National, State, city and 
town governments of the State join- 
ing hands in the official ceremonies, 
the day was one of the most notable 
in the history of Newport County, 
and Governor Norman S. Case said 
it was equally notable in the history 
of the State. 

After Governor Case and State 
Senator William H. Vanderbilt of 
Portsmouth, chairman of the State 
dedicatory committee, had been in- 
ducted into the Wamapoag tribe of 
Indians by representatives of the Na- 
tional Algonquin Council, there was a 
brief pageant in which Roger Wil- 
liams and his band of followers, who 
settled Providence, and Dr. John 
Clarke and his followers, who settled 
in Portsmouth and Newport, met on 
the bridge, joined hands and ex- 
changed copies of the Providence and 
Portsmouth compacts. 

The bridge was christened by Miss 
Marian Irene Smith, and the ribbon 
dividing it was cut by two little girls, 
Nancy Weaver Thompson of Newport 
and Rita Barbara Callan of Bristol. 

These cermonies and a military 
parade in which units of the Army 
and Navy, the National Guard and 
Boy Scouts took part were witnessed 
by thousands of spectators. 

Senator Otis Glenn of Illinois, Gov- 
ernor Case, former Representative 
Herbert W. Smith, the father of the 
bridge idea, and Representative 
Clark Burdick were among the 
speakers. 

The new bridge displaces a ferry 
which has been continuously oper- 
ated since 1680 and which was used 
by Washington, Rochambeau, La- 
fayette and other leaders of the 
Revolutionary forces. 


LOST STUDENT’S BODY 
FOUND AT MATTEAWAN 


Robert Doughty of Beacon Had 
Been Gone 4 Months—Revolver 
Strengthens Suicide Theory.

BEACON, N. Y., Oct. 24.—A body, 
discovered by chance in a clump of 


bushes on the grounds of the Mat- 
teawan State Hospital for the Crim- 
inal Insane near here late today, was 
identified tonight as that of Robert

student at Haverford College, who 
disappeared on June 18. 

Near the body lay a revolver from 
which one shot had been fired. This 
led Coroner E. K. Johnson to be- 
lieve that the young man had taken 
his own life. 

Identification was made by Ernest 
Thomforde of Beacon, a close friend 
of the Doughty family. Doughty’s 
brother Thomas could not be induced 
to inspect the body.

Conference at Washington 
Urges the Lifting of Restric- 
tions on Physicians. 








CLINICS IN CITIES FAVORED 





Child Welfare, World Peace, Elimi- 
nation of Crime, All Would Be 
Furthered, Speakers Say.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Birth 
control was endorsed by the confer- 
ence of the Universalist General 
Convention here today and resolu- 
tions were passed recommending the 
repeal of laws interfering with the 
prescription of contraception and fa- 
voring the establishment of birth 
control clinics wherever legally pos- 
sible, 

The recommendations were brought 
in by the special committee ap- 
pointed by the general convention of 
the church two years ago to study 
the question of birth control. They 
will be presented by the conference 
for adoption by the convention at its 
general session tomorrow morning. 

*‘Your committee was appointed to 
investigate the relationship between 
religious living and the practice of 
birth control,’ said Rev. L. Gris- 
wold Williams, chairman, in his re- 
port to the conference. 

‘In a survey of the field we find 
that control of conception is not a 
theory which we may accept or re- 
ject, but is actually one of the most 
important facts of modern life, giv- 
ing to man the power to control the 
future of the race.”’ 


Text of Resolutions. 


The resolutions were as follows: 
“This committee finds that birth 
control is one of the most practicable 





means of race betterment, and 
hereby recommends: 

‘1. That this convention urge the 
immediate repeal of such Federal 
and State laws as interfere with the 
prescription of contraception by 
physicians; and, 

“2.-That where legal barriers do 
not exist, socially minded persons be 
urged to establish in every centre of 

opulation clinics where those need- 
ng it may receive contraceptive 
advice under medical supervision.’’ 

The cause of international peace, 
which is threatened by population 
pressure; child welfare, maternal 
health, and a better family life, all 
would be furthered by knowledge of 
and practice of birth control, accord- 
ing to Dr. Williams, who asserted 
that crime would be prevented and 
the cost of maintaining criminals 
and defectives would be vastly re- 
duced. 

Dr. Sydney E. Goldstein, associate 
rabbi of the Free Synagogue of New 
York, and professor in social service 
in the Jewish Institute of Religion 
of New York, told the conference 
that ‘‘the best way in which to dis- 
cover the moral implications of birth 
control is to study the utterly im- 
moral consequences of unrestricted 
and reckless reproduction.’’ 


RESUMES PANAMA HEARING. 


Colonel Hurley Studies Effect of 
Good’s Order on Purchases.

BALBOA, Oct. 24.—Colonel P. J. 
Hurley, Assistant Secretary of War, 
continued today the hearing on Sec- 
retary of War Good’s order restrict- 
ing purchases from local firms with 
government employe _ stockholders, 
and discussed the question of pur- 
chases of beef and cattle from local 
ranches. 

“The policy of the United States 
is not to interfere in any way with 
the local business and industry of 
Panama, and it desires to stimulate 
and encourage them,’’ he said. 

When questioned as to whether he 
would investigate the application of 
prohibition to the Canal Zone, and 
its relative effect on Panama, he 
replied he would not, as the time 
was too limited and he had too 
many other things to do this trip. 
Colonel Hurley has postponed his 
departure unti! Nov. 3, unless he 
gets instruction from Washington to 
return earlier. 








NAVY PAYMASTER HELD 
HERE IN SHORTAGE 


Lieut. Musil, Who Disappeared at 
Charleston, S. C., With $54,000 
Sarrendered in Brooklyn. 








Lieutenant Charles Musil, naval 
paymaster who was reported to have 
disappeared late in September from 
Charleston, S. C., with $54,000 of 
naval funds, is under arrest on the 
receiving ship at the Brooklyn Navy 
Yard, it was revealed yesterday by 
Captain C. T. Owens, the command- 
ing officer of the ship. Musil has 
been detained since Oct. 14, when he 
voluntarily surrendered to officers 
pol aa receiving ship, Captain Owens 
said. 

Lieutenant Musil is being held 
pending action of the Navy Depart- 
ment, but no charges have been 
lodged against him, the command- 
ing officer explained. Captain Owens 
gave no explanation of the disposi- 
tion of the missing funds. 

Musil was paymaster of a destroyer 
division temporarily at Charleston 
for manoeuvres. He is said to have 
disappeared from his ship, the Gil- 
mer, at the navy yard in Charleston 
at the same time the payroll of the 
division: vanished. He had received 
shore leave for a’ week-end, and it 
was not until-he failed to report at 
the expiration of his leave that any- 
thing amiss was suspected. It was 
at first thought that he had met with 
an accident, but later reports were 
received that he had been seen in 
Florida and search was made for 
him there.

NELLIE ROSS SPURS 
WOMEN OF PARTY 


Vice Chairman Begins Work of 
Organizing Them as “Arm 
of the Democracy.” 








CALLS THEM INDISPENSABLE 





Ex-Governor of Wyoming Cites Re- 
sults Already Achieved in Move 
for Continuous Activity. 





Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Mrs. 
Nellie Tayloe Ross, former Governor 
of Wyoming and now vice chairman 
of the Democratic National Commit- 
tee, went to work today at the na- 
tional headquarters of her party on 
her assigned task of organizing the 
‘‘woman’s arm’’ of the Democracy. 

Her aim is not a mere ‘‘auxiliary,”’ 
she said, but a militant body of wo- 
men ‘‘working shoulder to shoulder 
with men. It was not a question of 
women’s ‘‘equality,’’ she added, but 
of their being ‘‘indispensable’’ in the 
field of politics. Her immediate ob- 
jective is inspiring Democratic wo- 
men throughout the country to con- 
tinuous activity in the party’s cause. 

On the basis of a fourteen weeks’ 
lecture tour last Summer, during 
which she traveled by motor a hun- 
dred miles a day speaking in States 


all the way from Georgia to Michi- 
gan, and more recently, her observa- 
tions in Indiana, where she spoke a 
few days ago to the State conven- 
tion of Democratic women’s clubs 
at Fort Wayne, Mrs. Ross asserted 
that Democratic women were ex- 
coe, active already and were 
achieving unprecedented results. 

‘‘There is a strong possibility that 
Democratic Mayors will be elected 
next month in Fort Wayne and In- 
dianapolis, and Deere in South 
Bend and Terre Haute, which, in a 
Republican State like Indiana, is 
both gratifying and encouraging,’ 
she said. 

“It shows that the good work done 
by Democratic men and women dur- 
ing the campaign is going on, which 
is as it should be. To allow the 
ground gained then to be lost in the 
interval between national campaigns 
would be wasteful and foolish. 

“Enthusiasm and voters cannot be 
marshaled in the last whirlwind 
hours of a campaign. Victory must 
be, and it will be hereafter, on the 
stronger foundation not only of con- 
viction but of organized and untir- 
ing activity.”’ 

Mrs. Ross believes not only in the 
organization and strengthening of 
women’s clubs, but in the active par- 
ticipation by women in all the or- 
ganized activities of the Democratic 
party. ° 

“As the women become familiar 
with political organization work they 
will cooperate more generally with 
the regular party organization, which 
*, after all, the better way,’’ she 
said. 

‘‘Men and women alike are citi- 
zens. They should work together for 
the things they believe are best for 
their communities and their country. 
The ideal Democratic club includes 
both men and women.” 

Mrs. Ross plans to spend the Win- 
ter in Washington, where she wiil 
be joined later on by her younger 
son, Bradford, now in- school in 
Wyoming. Her elder son, George, 
is in New York City, where he is 
associated with the law firm of which 
Elhiu Root is a member. 


AWARDS PLANE CONTRACTS. 


Army Alr Corps Orders 96 Craft 
and Parts to Cost $1,500,000. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Contracts 
for new airplanes, engines and spare 
parts for a total sum of more than 
$1,500,000 have been awarded by the 
Army Air Corps to three concerns, 
it was announced today. 

One totaling $851,014 for 66 planes 
went to the Douglas Aircraft Corpo- 
ration of Santa Monica, Cal. This 
order includes 36 Model O-25-A ob- 
servation planes, together with 
spares, equipped with Curtiss mo- 
tors, for use on tactical missions. 
In addition the order calls for 30 
Model O-32-A observation training 
planes equipped with Pratt & Whit- 
ney Wasp engines, for use at the 
advanced flying school at Kelly 
Field, Texas. 

An order for the engines for the 
O-25-A observation planes was placed 
with the Curtiss Airplane and Motor 
Company, Inc., of Buffalo and Gar- 
den City, N. Y. This totals $747,270 
and calls for 72 Model G-1-V engines 
and spares, which will provide a 
spare motor for each of the 36 
planes. 

Another order was placed with the 
Keystone Aircraft orporation of 
Bristol, Pa., for spare parts for

LOCKED UP FOR NIGHT

a man, who at that time and before 
that time was negotiating with him 
for certain contracts. The dates are 
stated in the indictment, and the 
dates are important for you to re- 
member and consider. 

“The definite charge is that on the 
30th day of November, 1921, Fall re- 
ceived from Doheny $100,000 with 
intent that his action with respect 
of arranging and consenting to and 


approving certain contracts should 
be influenced in favor of the source 
of that money rather than against it, 
and that certain negotiations looking 
to the making of those contracts 
and that lease had occurred before 
that time. 


Passing of Money Admitted. 


*‘Now this case proceeds under a 
law which makes it a crime for any 
officer of the United States to ask, 
accept or receive any money or any- 
thing of value with intent to have 
his action or decision influenced 
thereby upon any question which 
may be at any time pending before 
him or which might by law be 
brought before him. 

“In support of these dates certain 


letters are read. In particular, one 
letter of the 28th of November, which 
refers in certain language—and the 
importance of which it is for you 
to decide—to certain conversations or 
communications of some sort alleged 
to theretofore have passed between 
Mr. Doheny and Mr. Fall and to con- 
stitute a bid or proposal to do cer- 
tain things which Fall wanted to 
have done, and substantially which 
ultimately were done. 

“So that in this case—very simple 
in the sense that the main facts are 
not only admitted but are proved, 
namely, that the money passed from 
Doheny to Fall, and that thereafter 
certain contracts passed from Fall 
or the government to Doheny or his 
company—you are required in this 
case not only to find the facts, but 
to find the intent with which those 
facts occurred. 


Motive Is Important Point. 


‘‘Now to find what is in a man’s 
mind is a matter of some inherent 
difficulty. But it is a difficulty which 
a jury has to face in many cases. 


“In all burglary cases the jury has 
to find not only that the defendant 
broke into and entered the premises, 
but that he did it with intent to com- 
mit a felony there, so that it is for 
the jury to find what intent a man’s 
mind holds when he does a certain 
thing. 

“That is your duty here, and that 
is your main and controlling duty 
here. Because it is perfectly clear 
from what has transpired and from 
the arguments of counsel that Mr. 
Fall throughout this period occupied 
a position which makes him the sub- 
ject of bribery if what he did was 
corrupt. 

“Tt is also equally clear that Mr. 
Doheny had a financial position 
which enabled him to make a senti- 
mental loan to a friend of $100,000 
if he saw fit to do so. 

“There is evidence in this case 
tending to show that this money was 
received in.a special form, by a spe- 
cial messenger, at the special request 
of the defendant; and there is evi- 
dence, on the other hand, tending to 





show that it was received in that 
special form for a special purpose, 
which he explained. 


Discusses Statements on Money. 


“It also appears that upon three 
different occasions, subsequent to 
the receipt of that money, the de- 
fendant was asked about it.. On at 
least one of these occasions he as- 
serted his right to say nothing about 
it, and he was right in that. He 
could have said nothing whatever 
about it. 

‘“‘But there were occasions in con- 
nection with a certain quasi-judicial 
situation, where, while he was en- 
titled to say nothing, he did say 
something, and he was required then, 
as on all occasions, if he spoke to 
speak truly. 

“We made certain statements as to 
where he got that money and it now 
appears, from the statements of his 
own counsel, in arguing his own case, 
that he did not get that money where 
he said he got it, and he did get it 
exactly where he said he did not 
get it. 

“‘One of the counsel speaks of that 
transaction as an unfortunate false- 
hood. Another of his counsel speaks 
of it as a lie, but a lie that he was 
entitled to make under the circum- 
stances. In view of those statements 
of his counsel, I call particularly to 
your attention that this defendant is 
not charged in this indictment with 


lying. 
Causes Jurors to Smile. 


“He is charged with bribery and 
with the corrupt intention, at the 
time this money was received, to 


favor the source of it; so that it 
does not necessarily follow that be- 
cause he lied about it, as his counsel 
said he did, that he is guilty of this 
crime. 

‘‘Those are circumstances that have 
appeared in the evidence that have 
been emphasized by the counsel. The 
weight and the significance of them 
are wholly for you to decide, and 
they are to be decided by you in the 
light of the charges of the indict- 
ment, which are bribery, and not 
lying.”’ 

Concluding his charge, Justice Hilz 
recalled that Mr. Hogan in his plea 
to the jury had begged them to give 
a verdict that would send Fall ‘‘back 
to the sunshine of New Mexico.” 

“You have nothing whatever to do 
with the sunshine of New Mexico,” 
said Justice Hitz, and even some 
members of the jury smiled. 


GETS ARGENTINE GREETING. 


Frank B. Noyes Receives Message 
Over New Air Service. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 24 (#).—The 
first air mail to reach Washington 
over the new service between the 
United States and Argentina today 
brought to Frank B. Noyes, presi- 
dent of The Associated Press, a 
letter of greetings from Jorge Mitre, 
publisher of La Nacion of Buenos 
Aires, who expressed gratification 
over this additional bond between the 
two western continents. 

“It is my sincerest wish that it 
will serve in bringing together in 
closer intercourse, both from a cul- 
tural and a business point of view, 
the peoples of this new world, which 
despite racial differences, have in 
common the same high ideals of two 
democracies desiring peaceful prog- 
ress,’’ the letter -said. 








Rodin Works Withdrawn at Sale, 
Special Cable to THe New York Times. 

LONDON, Oct. 24.—A-marble copy 
of Rodin’s statue group, Le Baiser 
(the kiss), was withdrawn at $27,500 
after being offered at ‘auction at 
Lewis House, Sussex, today.

She quoted 
Gabeff as saying: ‘‘The best thing 
for your husband to do is to take 
$1,000 from Fay for his truck and 
depot along with the $100 a week job 
that he offered him, and then you 
won’t have any more worries.’’ 

‘“‘He asked me to make a list of our 
customers to give to Fay,’’ she went 
on, ‘‘but I didn’t like the man’s face, 
and later I said to my husband, 
‘Marty, don’t get on Fay’s payroll,’ 
and he didn’t, in spite of the fact 
that he couldn’t get any one to sell 
him milk any more.”’ 

Allis had testified, with corrobora- 
tion from Arthur Jetter, a milk

Dai only going secretly to a 
storehouse This he found, was not 
practicable, but he was unable to get 
milk elsewhere. He was finally 
driven out of business, he said. At 
the close of his testimony Allis said 
that he had gone back into the miik 
business last Sunday. 

‘“‘Have you had any more trouble 
yet?”’ Mr. Groat inquired. 

“Not yet,’’ was the reply. ; 

‘‘Well, if you ever do,’’ the Deputy 
Attorney General continued, ‘‘let me 
know, and if we have to get the 
whole police force and all the State 
troopers we'll see that you deliver 
your milk unmolested.

GASTONIA FREES 9 
IN WIGGINS CASE 


Grand Jury Holds Evidence Is 
Insufficient to Indict Men 
in Killing of Woman.

FURTHER INQUIRY ORDERED 











Judge Directs Jury to Seek Guilty 
—Indictment Also Is Refused of 
Defendants in Kidnapping.

GASTONIA, N. C., Oct. 24.—The 
Gaston County grand jury, the same 
grand jury which on July 29 brought 
in the indictment on which Fred 
Erwin Beal, Communist strike or- 
ganizer, and six others were found 
guilty on Monday of the murder of 
Chief of Police O. F. Aderholt and 
sentenced to prison terms, today re- 
fused to find any indictment for the 
killing of Ella May Wiggins, a cotton 
mill worker and mother of five chil- 
dren. 

Mrs. Wiggins was killed on Sept. 14 
when an anti-Communist mob fired 
on a truckload of Gastonia mill hands 
on their way to a union meeting. 

Nine men accused of the murder 
of Mrs. Wiggins, all minor bosses and 
employes of the Loray Mill of the 
Manville Jenckes Company, were re- 
leased immediately following the 
grand jury’s action. Eight of them 
had been held in $1,000 bail each and 
one in $3,000 ban. . 

The grand jury also declined to 
indict seven others charged with the 
kidnapping here on the night of Sept. 
9 of Ben ells, British Communist, 
and Cliff D. Saylors and C. M. Lell, 
two organizers for the National Tex- 
tile Workers’ Union, a Communist 
organization. The seven, who were 
held in $7,500 bail each, also were 
released. ; 

In both the Wiggins and the kid- 





nepal cases the jury, headed 
by F. H. Cunningham, a real estate 
operator, failed to indict. because of 
“Insufficient evidence.’’ 


75 Witnesses Heard. 


More than seventy-five witnesses, 
many of whom were alleged to have 
been present at the time Mrs. Wig- 
gins was slain, appeared before the 

rand jury in this case. The grand 
jury had the Wiggins case under 
consideration for nearly three days 
before it reported to Judge H. Hoyle 
Sink in Gaston County Superior 
Court that it found no grounds for 
true bills. 

The killing of Mrs. Wiggins came 
as a sequel to the killing of Chief 
Aderholt and the wounding of three 
policemen in a battle between the 
police and strike ey on June 7. 

On the night of Sept. 14 a truck- 
load of union workers and sympa- 
thizers on their way from Gastonia 
to Bessemer City, some three miles 
distant, to attend a ‘‘speaking,’’ were 
stopped by a mob and ,turned back. 
As the truck was proceeding at a 
rapid pace back’ to Gastonia it was 
brought to a sudden halt and wrecked 
by a party of men in an automobile. 

Witnesses in the coronor’s investi- 
gation, who also appeared before the 
grand jury, testified that immedi- 
ately upon its being stopped the 
truck was bombarded with pistol 
shots. 

One of the shots struck Mrs. Wig- 
gins, killing her. 


Kidnapped From Boarding House. 


Wells, Saylors and Lell were kid- 
napped from their boarding house 
in Gastonia and taken to a spot near 
Concord, N. C., some thirty miles 
away, where Wells was flogged. 
Four of the seven men accused of 
the kidnapping and released today 
were tried for the flogging more 
than a week ago before Judge A. 
M. Stack in Concord and acquitted. 

The Gaston County grand jury was 
called upon to deal with the kid- 
napping aspect of the case. 

The grand jury, it was learned, is 
considering indicting Saylors for 
swearing falsely that Solicitor Jonn 
G. Carpenter led the mob which did 
the kidnapping. 

There was some confusion as to 
the intent of the grand jury when 
Foreman Cunningham appeared to- 
day before Judge Sink, with the rest 
of the jury lined up outside the 
bar. Judge Sink first read the jury’s 
report as returning true bills and 





he. evidenced surprise when’ 
a ‘not’? was called to his atten- 
on. 

Major A. L. Bulwinckle, counsel 
for the Loray mill, moved the dis- 
missal of the defendants. 

Then Mr. Carpenter announced that 
“the State will continue its unfalter- 
ing, aggressive inquiry to fathom the 
murder of this woman.’’ 

‘“‘This does not mean the State has 
quit,’’ he added, informing the court 
that ‘‘two of the best detectives in 
North Carolina are at work on this 
case, with orders to get to the bot- 
tom of it.’’ 


Judge Directs Inquiry. 


Judge Sink again summoned Mr. 
Cunningham before him and ad- 
dressed the following admonition to 
the grand jury: 

“T am instructing you now to con- 
tinue your investigation of this case. 
I wish to impress upon the jurymen 
the necessity of doing this and of 
bringing to justice the parties re- 
sponsible for this homicide. You have 
plenty of time to do this in the six 
months for which you have been im- 
paneled.”’ 

The foreman murmured something 
in obedience and the jury shuffled 
out of the room. 

A little later, seated at luncheon in 
a hotel near the court room, Mayor 
E. B. Denny of Gastonia was com- 
menting with satisfaction upon. the 
speed and efficiency with ‘which 
cases were being dispatched in the 
court. 

“It looks like they are making .a 
quick end of the calendar,’’ he said. 

‘Is the Wiggins case permanently 
ended?’’ he was asked. 

“Yes, I think it is.’’ he replied in 
a drawl, ‘‘unless somebody talks.’’ 

With these words the Mayor of 
Gastonia rang down the curtain on 
the Aderholdt tragedy and its sequel.

WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—Farmers 
won a tariff bill victory today when 
the Senate by vote of 52 to 19 de- 
cided to increase both the House and 
the Finance Committee rates on 
casein, a skimmed milk product 
chiefly used for coating paper, and 
on which agriculturists have been 
steadily demanding greater protec- 
tion than either the House or the 
committee favored. 

The House had retained the pres- 
ent rate of 2% cents a pound and the 
Finance Committee raised this 1 
cent. Senator Shortridge, a member 
of the committee, took up the farm- 
ers’ battle by moving to make the 
duty 8 cents, but Senator Blaine of 
Wisconsin, a progressive Republican, 
urged a rate of 5% cents, and this 
was approved. 





The nineteen Senators voting against 
the Blaine amendment were Brook- | 
hart, Nye, Frazier, Howell, Johnson, 
McMaster, McNary, Pine, Schail, 
Shortridge, Steiwer, Waterman, Cou- ! 
zens, Gillett, Goff, Keyes and Van-| 

. denberg, Republicans, and Walsh of! 
Massachusetts and Wagner, Dem-} 
ocrats. 

The last five named Republicans | 
and the Democrats opposed the}| 
amendment because they came from!

Temporarily passing over the items | 
of whiting, used as a base for putty, 
and coal tar dyes, the Senate agreéd 
to the Finance Committee recommen- 
dations to place crude chicle on the 
free list and to reduce the duty on re- 
fined chicle from 15 to § cents. The 
House had put the 15-cent duty on 
refined chicle, which is the base of 
chewing gum. It had also retained 
the present duty of 10 cents a pound 
on crude chicle.

Senator La Follette criticized the 
Committee figure, but Senator Bing- 
ham commented that the proposed 
duty would add not more than 5 
cents to the price of an automobile. 


Steck Recalls Party Pledges. 


Senator Steck, Democrat, of Iowa, 
who has voted with the Republicans 
at times, said in a speech that he

‘“‘The Democrats and progressive 
Republican agriculture represeénta- 
tives have a duty to perform,’”’ he 
said. ‘‘They are the only ones in|

the only ones alert to the need and 
honesty of performing these pledges. 

“Those representing agricultural 
districts and States are in the ma- 
jority in both houses. They can 
one the tariff legislation as they 
wish, but they cannot evade or 
dodge this responsibility. 

“I expect to see the Democrats 
and agriculture’s friendly Republi- 
cans force through the Senate a bill 
which is a distinct improvement over 
the present law.”’ 

He said he hoped that ‘‘the agri- 
cultural representation in the House 
can be persuaded to stand by their 
party pledges.’’ 





Bacharach Against Senate Changes.

HONORS FOR EDISON : 
PRAISED BY GERARD 


He Says Light Jubilee Shows 
Youth Peace Has Victories 


as Well as War. 





Praise for the celebration of the 
golden jubilee of Thomas A. Edison’s 
discovery of the incandescent light, 
because it honors a man who labored 
for peace and the benefit of human- 
ity, was voiced by James W. Geraré, 
former Ambassador to Germany, be- 
fore the Civitan Club at a luncheon 
meeting in the Astor Hotel yesterday. 

‘Mr. Gerard said that the golden 
jubilee celebrations should show the 
youth of the country that peace has 
its victories as well as war. He 
added that he believed such cere- 
monies would help to remove the 
fear, recently expressed in a speech 
by Premier Ramsay MacDonald, that 
the romance of war might obliterate 
the romance of self-sacrifice. 

John Bellamy Taylor, consulting 
engineer of the General Electric 
Company, demonstrated an appara- 
tus, which he had developed, by 
means of which the pulsations of 
light in an electric light bulb of an 
alternating current were recorded in 
sound.

fied. Mr. Taylor also demonstrated 
the sending of telegraph messages 
and spoken words over a beam of 
light.

Somewhere amid the loose and 
flapping ends of “The _ Silver 
Tassie,’’ which was put on at the 
former Greenwich Village Theatre 
last evening, lie the materials of a 
stirring play. Most of Sean 
O’Casey’s bitter comment on the 
war trickles away in his elliptical 
Rey construction, and the actors of 

he Irish Theatre, who are playing it, 
speak wretchedly. Much of the first 
act is lost in the speaking; all of the 
second act is verbally unintelligible, 
and only an occasional actor lifts the 
rich dialogue into the fluent beauty 
of Irish speech. On the whole, it is 
@ sodden evening in Sheridan 
Square. But when O’Casey breaks 
through his own drama and the 
actors’ performance, he emerges 
with that healthy, stalwart quality 
that is Elizabethan, fresh and 
strong; and you feel that, muddled 
and disorderly as the play may be, it 
was composed in the fires of inspira- 
tion. Especially in the last act, the 
brutal joining of tragedy to comedy, 
the natural exaltation of certain pas- 
sages in the dialogue and the 
snatches of song persuade you that 
Mr. O’Oasey is no idle threat. He is 
a dramatist to be reckoned with. 

“The Silver Tassie’ is the work of 
that stormy Irishman whose ‘‘Juno 
and the Paycock’’ and ‘‘The Plough 
and the Stars’’—broad and lusty comi- 
tragedies—once rejuvenated a dying 
Abbey Theatre and made a puissant 
dramatist of a laboring man. During 
the past two years it has been the 
subject of such a raging controversy 
that when you visit the theatre 
where it is playing you are likely tao 
look more for stars than for drama. 
When the Abbey directorate refused 
it the furies broke loose. For 
O’Casey is not the man to weep 
tepid tears in a dark corner, and his 
head-thumping correspondence with 
Yeats still keeps the smell of brim- 
stone in the air. When ‘‘The Silver 
Tassie’’ was mounted two weeks ago 
in London, with scenery by no less 
a Royal Academician than Augustus 
John, the audience booed, and fran- 
tic gentlemen clutched their head- 
gear in self-protection. ‘‘A hell of a 
play,’’ said Bernard Shaw, who is 
something in the roaring line him- 
self. ‘‘What I see is a deliberately 
phantasmopoetic first act, intensify- 
ing into a climax of war imagery in 
the second act, and then two acts of 
almost unbearable realism bringing 
down all the voodoo war poetry with 
an ironic crash to earth in ruins. 
There is certainly no falling off or 
loss. of grip; the hitting gets harder 
and harder to the end.’’ ' 

Let Mr. Shaw speak for himself, as 
he is quite able to do. For most of 
us in Sheridan Square last evening, 
‘The Silver Tassie’ represents Mr. 
O’Casey overreaching himself. In 
four acts he takes a handful of those 
turbulent Dubliners, of whom he has 
written with so much tang before, 
on to the battlefield, into the army 
hospitals and then home again to 
the cruel indifferences of post-war 
revelry. For comedy there are the 
chicken-hearted braggarts who are 
still intoxicated with their burst of 
words. For tragedy there is young 
Harry Heegan, who won the silver 
cup three times for the Avondale 
Football Club in Dublin. He is 
paralyzed from the waist down in the 
war. When he comes home in a 
wheelchair he can only look on while 
his spirited sweetheart goes dancing 
off with another veteran, and shout 
his torment and strike out angrily 
against the heartlessness of his fate. 
For it is in the last act that Mr. 
O’Casey gathers up all his scattered 


materials and fashions them into 
compact form.” ; 
If the performance were intelligi- 


ble it might be possible to catch the 
significance of the second act when 
Mr. O’Casey turns from realism into 
pure expressionism. While the guns 
are thundering in the background, the 
soldiers in the trenches chant, sing, 
mock in unison and speak in series 
the clipped sentences peculiar to this 
shjective stvle of writing. But in 
this act particularly the miserable 
r .Ou. leaves you completely at sea, 
and what. must be intended to sym- 
bolize the gratuitous futility of war- 
fare slumps into complete verbal in- 
coherence on the stage. 

Even when Mr. O' Casey is on the 
more familiar ground of realism his 
drama sprawls considerably, and 
brings no glib theme out of the dis- 
order. That is what keeps people 
away from the theatre. But those 
who may be interested in Mr. 
O’Casey’s personality will find good 
evidence here of his indomitable 
strength, his passionate nature, his 
hatred of the sham of war—and his 
command of a racy, highly figured 
style of dialogue. 

Several of the actors snared into 
the new Irish Theatre, which is now 
making its first production, are par- 
ticularly good. As Harry Heegan, 
Sherling Oliver plays with the power 
that is O’Casey’s. Margaret rn- 
stead gives a conspicuously good per- 
formance as a religious fanatic. 
Allyn Gillyn puts high color into the 
heedless youthfulness of the sweet- 
reert. And if intelligibility were not 
the first requisite of acting, you 
rnight feel kindly toward the racial 
comedy of Sean Dillon and Eddie 
O’Connor. . 

The broad Dublin accent is not an 
easy one for New Yorkers to under- 
stand. But the Irish com ~ that 
played ‘‘The Plough and the Stars’’ 
here two years made it under- 
standable as well as beautiful. Before 
a local Trish theatre can attract a 
polyglot Manhattan audience, it must 
clarify its speech. And before you 
can make up your mind fully about 
“The Silver Tassie,’’ you must hear 
it in an accomplished performance.

Those who made the ascent to the 
lofty Bayes Theatre last night, re- 
nouncing Mr. Carroll’s revue as the 
elevators bore them aloft, found 
there another of those feeble and 
defenseless little comedies which 
flare up fitfully on Broadway from 
time to time. This one was a bit 
more mysterious than most, for it 
was scolemnly announced as having 
been adapted ‘‘from the Viennese of 
Louis Nertz and Armand Friedman.’’ 
Furthermore, there were verbal as- 
surances that it actually did come 
from Vienna, and at infrequent inteér- 
vals the exhibit itself seemed to bear 
them out. 

Why Y-dna Inc.—for such is the 
equally baffling name of the produc- 
ing organization—went to all the 
trouble to have it adapted was at no 
time quite clear. At best the comedy 
was a dreary travesty of the sort of 
plays in which the late Barney 
Bernard and the current George Sid- 
ney used to appear. And the fact 
that the former’s brother, Lester 
Bernard, did all he could with one 
of the leading réles made this unflat- 
pad resemblance the more appar- 
ent. 

In a commendable endeavor to re- 
tain the native spirit, this piece of 
broad sentiment and broader hu- 
mors has been called ‘‘The Booster,’’ 
a title that is presumably as Vien- 
nese as the Danube. Over here it 
has come to mean a fellow who is 
given to patting backs and leading 
cheers, and in the play that indi- 
vidual is a doting Jewish father who 
endeavors, by the application of 
methods that have won him success 
as a butcher, to help his son get a 
start as a doctor. It is not quite as 
simple as that,:for there are a couple 
of love affairs to be attended to and 
innumerable scenes of comic bicker- 
ing and gesticulating that derive di- 
ca from burlesque to be arranged 
or. 

In Vienna, where they take their 
medicine seriously, there may possi- 
bly have been something mildly 
satirical in the spectacle of a butcher 
employing various advertising dodges 
to build up business for his doctor 
son. But that seems doubtful, for 
both the writing and acting obtain- 
able at the Bayes contribute to just 
one more dolorous evening in the 
kindergarten theatre.

The Roerich Art Cinema was 
opened for the first time last night 
in the Roerich Museum Building, 
310 Riverside Drive, with a presenta- 
tion of ‘‘The Silver Valley,’’ a travel 
film of Tibet, made by Professor 
Nicholas Roerich. 

A cablegram from Professor Albert 
Einstein to Professor Roerich was 
projected on the screen before the 
performance.

“T see three great fields of possi- 
bilities in the art film: (1) As a 
method by which the human spirit 
in its infancy may be trained, it has 
no equal. for the dramatization of 
ideas made possible by the moving 
picture is more easily comprehended 
by the child than any other means; 
(2) inherent in the art film are also 
possibilities for a new art which, 
through an optical reaction, produces 
effects impossible with the ordinary 
picture; (3) the art cinema can 
serve the cause of universal peace by 
presenting the horrors of war to 
greater advantage than ordinary pic- 
tures. ALBERT EINSTEIN.’’ 
‘“The Silver Valley’? is an unskill- 
fully photographed record of a casual 
jaunt through Tibet. There are some 
interesting shots of native priests 
dancing and others of a ceremonial 
dance given in honor of Professor 
Roerich, but the film, for the most 
part, seems like an animated set of 
postcards, 

On the same program are ‘‘Crain- 
quebille’’ and ‘“‘The Adventures of 
Maya.”’ Both films have been re- 
viewed before in THE New YorK 
Times. The new theatre will be open 
only on Friday, Saturday and Sun- 
day.

MUSIC

Balanced: Program by Toscanini. 
Mr. Toscanini’s program for the 


Philharmonic-Symphony concert last: 


night in Carnegie Hall was one of 
exceptional interest and a carefully 
balanced list of works of the old and 
new schools. He began with a score 
which is for this writer one of the 
most pregantly dramatic and power- 
fully composed of the last period of 
Mozart’s life; the adagio and fugue 
for strings numbered 546 in Kochel’s 
catalogue. Max Smith, assisting Mr. 
Gilman with the Philharmonic- 
Symphony program notes during the 
latter’s regrettable illness, finds no 
record of a performance of this work 
since it was performed by Max Fied- 
ler at a Boston Symphony concert 
in November, 1910. The writer heard 
that performance. The impression 


that Mozart’s music made at the 
time has not lessened in the inter- 
val. - The lack of attention paid the 
score is curious, for there is no 
questioning the strength and tragic 
intensity of the music. 

It might be asked whether a 
smaller number of strings than those 
of the modern orchestra would not 
have been more appropriate to the 
sonorous proportions of Mozart. This 
is a question that can be lengthily 
debated. The ascertainable features 
of last night’s interpretation were 
the beauty and emotional power of 
Mozart’s music, poured into an elab- 
orate and formal mold, and Mr. Tos- 
canini’s wonderful power of giving 
this music the last iota of tonal and 
dramatic significance. 

Thereafter the Brahms double con- 
certo for violin, ’cello and orchestra 
was played by Scipione Guidi, con- 
cert master, and Alfred Wallenstein, 
first “cellist of the orchestra. The 
performance was spirited and con- 
scientious, if not one to rouse wild 
excitement in the listener. Mr. Guidi 
played with musicianship, if not 
with the greatness of tone and style 
that his part could command. Mr. 
Wallenstein’s tone on his upper 
strings was of warm beauty and ex- 
pressiveness. The tone on the lower 
strings had less sensuous beauty and 
as a whole we preferred his treat- 
ment of the ‘cello part in ‘‘Don 
Quixote’ at the beginning of the 
season to his performance last night. 


Mr. Toscanini maintained a specially ; 


intimate and flexible relation be- 
tween the orchestral and solo parts. 
For this concerto, like all of 
Brahms’s other concertos, is a sym- 
phony with solo parts of importance. 

The second half of the program 
published the music of Stravinsky’s 
youth, in his ‘‘Fireworks’’—the piece 
that he wrote for the wedding of 
Nadejda, daughter of his teacher, 
Rimsky-Korsakoff, to Maximilian 
Steinberg—and that wondrously fash- 
ioned score of Debussy, ‘‘La Mer.”’ 
Sometimés we lament the fact that 
through accident and circumstance 
we have never personally studied this 
score, analyzed it, parsed it, peered 
over Debussy’s shoulder and at- 
tempted to comprehend the secrets 
of his workmanship. On the whole 
we prefer to indefinitely postpone 
this examination, since the wonder 
of the music, as it falls upon the 
ear, is so great and so mysterious. 
It would be a pity, after all, to know 
too well how Debussy achieves his 
processes of development and co- 
hesion in one of the volatile scores 
of music that we know, and this 
without resorting to the customary 
processes of classic development. 
What other composer, virtually dis- 
pensing with these processes, and 
substituting a certain procedure of 
his own, could successfully complete 
three whole movements. 

This, as a matter of fact, is De- 
bussy’s most ‘‘advanced’’ and per- 
sonal orchestral score, even though 
other works for orchestra followed 
it. The piece has perceptibly a cer- 
tain logic of design, yet no other 
music that we can think of seems so 
fluid, so liberated, yet ordered, like 
the apparently free and capricious 
movements of the water. ell did 
Debussy call this ‘‘The Sea,’’ and 
yet one wonders if the title did not 
perhaps follow the music-—if he did 
not seek for some general name for 
the piece which would excuse the 
luxuriance of his fancy and give him 
justification for hardly revealing one 
idea of beauty before he hurries for- 
ward to capture another which 
might otherwise vanish! The music 
changes in rhythm, harmony, key— 
if it can be said to have key—inces- 
santly, and yet it has a definite and 
ponderable element—a ground-bass 





of spirit, if not of matter. And it is, 
of course, a treasure-house of or- 
chestral color. 

And of this-musie of mystery and 
enchantment Mr. 
master interpreter. He seeks out its 
every detail, yet does not become 
mannered or episodic. His clarity of 
thinking seems in: no way inconsis- 
tent with Debussy’s impressionism, 
or ‘‘pointallisme’’ of style. The or- 
chestra in Mr.. Toscanini’s hands 
can .mirror his slightest thought. 
“Ta Mer’ is. a piece for masters 
only to convey. We believe that De- 
bussy would glory !2 this masterly 
revelation.

For most of us the report from 
Moscow that Tajikistan has been 
raised from the status of an autono- 
mous republic to that of a federated 
republic needs elucidation on three 
points: What is a federated republic, 











gions.” Moscow created the Russian 
Empire and remains the centre of 
the. Soviet “ Reich.” . 

Politically, this,elaborate parceling 
out of the old Czarist empire has 
little real meaning. The theory that 
the six federated republics . (now 
seven with Tajikistan) are indepen- 
dent and with the right to secede is 
fiction. The Menshcevik demonstra- 
tions in Transcaucasia in 1924 were 
ruthlessly crushed out by Moscow. 
Nor does the fact that each feder- 
ated republic has its own Council of 
Commissars and Central Committee 
prevent a remarkable coincidence of 
policy everywhere and in all vicissi- 
tudes. When STALIN won the upper 
hand over TROTSKY in Moscow the 
workers and peasants of White Rus- 
sia at one end of the Union and 
Tajikistan at. the other | turned 
fiercely upon TROTSKY. Culturally, 
this organization by nationalities has 
significance. The use of local lan- 
guage and dialect in the courts and 
schools is autonomy of. one kind and 
doubly welcome after the stern Rus- 
sification policy of the Czars. A 
Kirghiz or Bashkir “ republic” may 
appeal to local pride and have propa- 
ganda value outside. The new Tajik 
State, accomding to the Moscow 
press, “ will be an example for the 
““ workers’ masses in India, China, 
“ Afghanistan and Persia.”

The service of voluntary stations 
is of great value. It has been found 
that they are doing more intensive 
work than the clinics of the Health 
Department, which are trying to 
take care of many more cases than 
the number of doctors and nurses 
allotted will permit. Although the 
former are following no clear-cut or 
united policy, and despite the fact 
that they have been established 
without previous consideration of the 
needs of various neighborhoods, they 
are doing such important work that 
the Welfare Council does not recom- 
mend their giving over the work to 
the Department of Health. Particu- 
larly in Manhattan the need is not 
so much for careful distribution as 
for a general increase of stations of 
all kinds to keep babies well. New 
clinics should, of course, be placed in 
the most congested and needy quar- 
ters, but there are so many of these 
overcrowded neighborhoods that, no 
matter where another centre is es- 
tablished, it’ will be useful: 

Part of the reason for Manhat- 
tan’s poor showing is found in the 
extremely high mortality among ne- 
gro babies. Seventy-one per cent of 
them are born in this borough, and 
their death rate, for Greater New 
York, is twice that of white babies 
during the first year. This is much 
worse than the comparison of adult 
death rates. At the first Harlem 
Health Conference, held this week, 
it was stated that the death rate in 
Harlem ‘is 40 per cent higher than 
that of the city as a whole. Doctors 
now scout the theory of greater ra- 
cial susceptibility to disease. Unsan- 
itary living conditions, overcrowd- 
ing and lack of health education are 
the chief causes. Dr. Louis I. Dub-

lem. Health Commissioner WYNNE 
plans to use the information gath- 
ered by the council to direct further 
cfforts where they are most necded.

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CHECKING THE FRUIT FLY. 

If, as reported from Washington, 
fruit which may carry the Mediter- 
ranean fruit fly can now be steril- 
ized in such a manner as not to 
injure it or its taste, an advance 
has been taken in combating the 
ravages of this new pest. The De- 
partment of Agriculture ha&’ been 
conducting experiments in the use 
of heat to produce sterilization, with 
such success that fruit so treated 
is henceforth to be permitted to be 
shipped, except from districts known 
to be infested. 

In this way many fruit-growers 
who have suffered through the bad 
fortune of their neighbors will be 
relieved. The virulence of the fruit 
fly and its rapid spread made it nec- 
essary to prevent shipment or to 
cauce the destruction of large quan- 
tities of fruit which were not known 
definitely to be infested, but which, 
it was feared, might harbor the pest 
and so, if shipped, spread it through- 
out the country. The result was that 
not only those whose orchards ac- 
tually were attacked, but adjoining 
owners as well, suffered the finan- 
cial loss of having their entire fruit 
crop rendered unsalable. 

The department is still at work 
studying methods of control of the 
fruit fly in areas known to be in- 
fested. It is a problem to solve 
| which the government is prepared 
to spend millions. Unlike many plant 
| pests, the fruit fly does not confine 
its destructive work to a single 
species of tree, but will damage 
‘many kinds of‘fruit. This is why 
‘such strenuous efforts are being 
made to prevent it from being spread 
from Florida through the shipment 
of fruit that may carry it. 

Scientific preventive work like this 
is the most effective kind of farm 
| relief. In it are no political nos- 
trums or. economic fallacies. It is 
not made up of glittering promises 
| but of inconspicuous achievements. 
Unfortunately, the devotion of the 
skilled men who devote their lives 
to the study and control of insect 
‘pests usually goes unsung—espe- 
| Cially when it affects plants rather 
, than mankind. But its value is none 
| the less great. Had we possessed 
| the scientific knowledge and_ the 
| initiative to fight similar plant pests 
a generation ago the farmers would 
have been spared losses that total 
billions of dollars. 

It is only necessary to recall the 
damage done by the boll weevil, the 
corn borer, the chestnut blight and 
the San José scale to realize that 
the work of preventing the spread 
of such destructive pests is one of 
the most valuable which a govern- 
ment truly anxious to aid the farm- 
ers can perform. But politicians,

Azotobacter, it has been held 
the Millionaire that the only way 
Microbe. to restore nitrogen 

to soil exhausted 

by crops was to plant legumes or 
apply fertilizers. On some of the 
alkaline wheat soil in the United 


States, legumes cannot be grown, 
Scientists have warned farmers 
that if they do not rotate their 


crops or arrange for fresh supplies 
of nitrogen, the world will soon face 
a food shortage because of the ex- 
haustion of wheat lands. 

Now it appears that, unknown to 
farmers and scientists, an indus- 
trious microbe has been renewing 
lost stores of nitrogen. Azotobacter, 
as this public benefactor is called, 
has just been identified by scientists 
working in the Kansas State Agri- 
cultural College. They vouch for his 
ability to insure a continuously suf- 
ficient supply of -wheat for the 
world for all time, in an announce- 
ment of their discoveries in Farm 
and Fireside. 

When wheat growers persistently 
disregarded advice to alternate their 
crops, and kept on growing wheat 
year after year, they had only Azoto- 
bacter to thank for keeping them 
from disaster. When nitrogen gets 
too low in alkaline wheat soil, this 
microbe becomes active and repairs 
the damages. When other crops are 
rotated with wheat, the losses are 
not replaced. 

Azotobacter produces about forty 
pounds of nitrogen to the acre each 
year, Assuming that the microbe is 
active in half of the cultivated soil 
of the country, it is conservatively 
estimated that the value of nitrogen 
produced in this way is something

Report Lays High Mortality in Part 
to Poor Placing of Health 
Centres. 





The Borough of Manhattan, with 
more child health stations and clinics 
than all other. boroughs combined, 
has the highest infant mortality rate, 
it was revealed in a report on a spe- 
cial inventory of the Child Health 
Services of the city by the Welfare 
Council, the first ‘ever prepared, 
which was made public yesterday. 

The report, embracing a study of 
“the volume of health services in the 
city offered by volunteer agencies 
and the relation of the existing ser- 
vices to the needs of the city,’’ will 
be laid before officers and represen- 
tatives of more than 100 health and 
welfare organizations, who will meet 
at the Fraternity Clubs Building, 22 
East Thirty-eighth Street, today. 

It was established through the sur- 
vey, the report said, that while devel- 
opment of child health service had 
been left almost entirely to private 
initiative since 1920, the fifty agen- 
cies founded in the last eight. years 
had been located with small regard 
for population needs. 


Lack of System Reported. 


“The voluntary health services,” 
the report said, ‘‘taken alone or with 
the Health Department services, do 
not constitute a. system or even a 
systematic approach to a_ public 
problem. There is no voluntary 
agency maintaining child health ser- 
vice which has scope or interests ex- 
tending over the entire city. 

“‘We have no data to show how far 
the need for child health services 
corresponds to number of popula- 
tion. Certain groups in certain 
areas may present greater relative 
needs than others, so that service 
should follow these necds rather than 
trend of population. Distribution of 
services by voluntary agencies has 
not been precéded by the studies nec- 
essary to determine the need. The 
relatively high infant death rate in 
Manhattan challenges special study 
as to its causes, as to the relative 
incidence by districts and as to pos- 
sible remedies.’’ 

The infant death rate of 86.4 per 
thousand in Manhattan, in 1928 
which compared with an average of 
65.5 for the whole city, was ascribed 
partially to the high infant mortal- 
ity among negroes, which Health De- 
partment statistics showed averaged 
127 peor thousand. Seventy-one per 
cent of the negro babies in New

They have been, until the other 
day, six republics in number: (1) 
the Federated Russian Republic, 
comprising the former Great Russia 
or Muscovite Russia with 92 per 
cent of the total area of the Soviet 
Union and a round 100 million popu- 
lation out of 150 millions; (2) the 
Ukraine, with 30 millions; (3) 
White Russian Republic, with 5 mil- 
lions; (4) Transcaucasia, with 6 mil- 
lions; (5) Uzbek Republic, with 5 
millions; (6) Turkoman Republic, 
with not much more than a million. 
Inside of these major constituencies 
of. the Soviet, Union, or attached to 
them, are smaller units, autonomous 
republics, or autonomous “ regions.” 
Transcaucasia comprises the re- 
publics of Armenia, Georgia and 
Azerbaijan. To Ukraine is attached 
the miniature autonomous republic 
of Moldavia, with a population of 
about half.a million. and comprising 
the Russian remnant of Bessarabia, 
annexed by Rumania. But in the 
vast majority these junior members 
of the Soviet Union are embraced 
within the area of the Federated 
Russian Republic, of Great or Mus- 
covite Russia. There are no less

CHILD HEALTH. 

Babies do not thrive in Manhat- 
tan. Most people are aware of the 
fact, and almost all parents are so 
conscious of it that they make every 
effort. to get their infants away 
from the least healthful borough in 
New York City. There are more 
child health stations and clinics in 
Manhattan than in all.the other 
boroughs combined, but it has the 
highest infant mortality. This in- 
formation is brought out by the first 
inventory ever made—just com- 
pleted-—of the child health services 
of the city. The Welfare Council, 
in studying the situation, examined 
health stations of the city’s Depart- 
ment of Health and those established 
by private support. There has been 
no increase in the formier. since 1 
but privately established stations, 
now numbering elghty-seven, have

These and other projects fall into 
two classes. Some of them, like the 
Tenth Street tunnel to Brooklyn, 
jare radial in. character and serve 
chiefly as interborough connections. 
Others, like the Brooklyn-Queens 
Highway and the Triborough 
Bridge, accent centrifugal forces and 
fit into the circumferential system 
of highways advocated by the Re- 
gional Plan. These are more urgent 
from the point of view of affording 
early relief from the present con- 
gestion in Manhattan. Other pro- 
posals in the report, while set down 
as less urgent, are no less spectacu- 
lar. A vehicular tunnel under Fifth 
Avenue would be something of a 
novelty, and a very expensive one. 
Street traffic would have to. be in 
extremis before any such venture 
would be justified. The report speaks 
of the relief that could be obtained 
in the meanwhile by more rigid 
restriction of vehicular parking. 
Hand in hand with, that. reform 
should go-a further limitation on the 
height of buildings. 

The total cost of the projects rec- 
ommended by the Mayor’s engineers 
exceeds $1,000,000,000. The question 
at once arises how any such pro- 
gram is to be financed. The Tribor- 
ough Bridge will probably pay for 
itself out of tolls. In other instances, 
according to the report, the city will 
be unable to recoup its investment 
by resort to that expedient. Being 
rich and prosperous, with rapidly 
mounting assessments, it is not now 
inclined to worty about. its expense 
account. It is putting a like sum 
into subways without present strain

Representative Griffin Compares 
“Liquor and Automobile Fatalities. 
To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The figures recently. published by 
the Moderation League, Inc., com- 
paring the death rate from alcohol- 


'ism both before and subsequent to

It seems that the highest death 
rate is recorded in Michigan, and 
that is only 4.4 in each 100,000 of 
population. The other States trail 
along with 1, 2 and 3 deaths in each

time to reflect, it will be noted that 
this death rate is insignificant when 
compared with the number of 
deaths from automobiles. For in- 
stance, we find that in New York 
State alone there were 2,582 per- 
sons killed by automobiles: Taking 
the population of this State at 12,- 
000,000, this means that there was 
one person killed by auto for each 
4,647 of population; in other words, 


21.5 persons out of each 100,000 in- 
habitants of the State were killed 


If a death rate of 1, 2 or 3 per- 
sons in each 100,000 of population 
prior to 1918 ‘ws.ified the passage 
of the Eighteenth Amendment, I 
am wonderi how our dry friends 
would respond to a proposal to pro- 
hibit the manufacture and sale of 
automobiles.

UNDERSEA WONDERS 


Life on Ocean’s Floor Described 
by Scientist After Bermuda 
Expedition. 








100,000 SPECIMENS TAKEN 





Hiuminated Fish Preserved and 
Painted by Artists—Party Re- 
turns to Base Soon. 





Pr. William Beebe, author, sci- 
entist, explorer and director of the 
Tropical Research Division of the 
"New York Zoological Society, .re- 
turned from his thirty-second expe- 
dition yesterday with more than 
100,000 rare specimens of deep sea 
fish and an outlined description of 
life a mile beneath the surface of 
the water at pressures up to 2,000 
pounds to the square inch. 

Of the 100,000 catch, which was 
composed entirely of multi-colored 
and illuminated fish, nearly 1,000 
species were represented, Dr. Beebe 
said, although less than 800 species 
at present are known to the scien- 
tific world. He explained that thus 
far he had not had time to tabulate 
the new ones nor to give them 
names, but would leave the work to 
others, as he intended to return to 
his base at Nonsuch Island off the 
coast of Bermuda in the early 
Spring. 





Dr. Beebe, who has made twelve 
of his earlier expeditions in the inter- 
est of the New York Zoological So- | 
ciety, said that the unusual success | 
of his present venture. was due to 
the concentration of its scope and 
the perfect cooperation of its twelve 
participants. Starting out last March 
the party established a base at Non- 


such and procured a sea-going tug 
through the courtesy of the Bermuda 
Government. With their equipment 
the men of the party devoted their 
efforts to a comparatively small area 
about five miles south of the base 
Diving 2s deep as humans can, they 
obtained data on subsea life there, 
and by careful comparison of the 
habits and developments of the fish, 
there and those caught in nets more 
than a mile below, Dr. Beebe and his 
associates believe they have a fairly 
accurate if elemental knowledge of 
actual conditions 5,000 feet below the 
surface of the sea, where there js no 
light other than the cold light of the 
illuminated fish, where all plant life) 
ceases and all subsea animals are! 
parasitic, carnivorous and canniba..- | 
istic. 

The specimens brought home are 
in individual glass containers, sealed 
and preserved. The illuminations are | 
no longer bright, nor are the colors, | ’™ 
but the expedition also brought alon 
accurate colored drawings, made o 
each specimen before life ceased. , 
The artists whe did the charts and 
drawings during the expedition were 
Ilelen Van Tee. Llewellyn Miller and 
i. M. Bostelmann. Their paintings 
show not only the single specimen 
but the entire family of each species, 
drawn from life, as Dr. Beebe re- 
produced artificially the sub-sea con- 
ditions even so far as to supply the 
models with food to be caught. 

The scientist said that there was 
still much work to.-be done in the 
field of deep sea research. He said 
that much more was known of the 
tigher altitudes in the air, the North 
and South Polar regions and the 
little-explored parts of the globe than 
the flocr of the ocean below 500 
fathoms. 

He said he believed that the work 
should be concentrated on a small 
area and consequently he would re- 
turn to his base as soon as condi- 
tions permit, so as to gain an 
occurate knowledge of the cycle of 
life in that particular section. Once 
that knowledge was gained, he said, |

MUSEUM PARTY SAILS

Harold E. Anthony, Curator of 
Mammals at the American Museum of 
Natural History, sailed yesterday on 
the Grace Line steamer Santa Bar- 
bara on an expedition to South Amer- 
ica. He was accompanied by Charles 
Ottley of; New York, who is largely 
financing, the trip. 

The objects of the expedition, ac- 
cording to the museum, are to col- 
lect specimens of mammals and 
group material, and to carry on bio- 
logical studies. It is to be known

RIVERHEAD, L. I., Oct. 24.—The 
indictment returned by the Suffoik 
County grand jury on Wednesday of 
last week, charging Barran Lewis of 
Riverhead, editor of a chain of Suf- 
folk County Republican “weekly 
newspapers, with attempted extor- 
tion, was dismissed here today by 
Supreme Court Justice James A. 
Dunne. Justice Dunne upheld the 
contention of former County Judge 
John R.. Vunk, counsel for Lewis, 
in demurring to the indictment, that 
it did not contain sufficient facts 
to constitute the crime charged. 

“A careful consideration of the in- 
dictment in question,’ Justice 
Dunne’s’ written opinion says, 
‘“‘prompts the court to sustain the 
contention of the defendant and to 
hold that it is insufficient in law, 
for it fails te set forth with particu- 
larity any one of the kinds’ of 
threats declared to be unlawful. It 
does not allege an attempt to sub 2 a 
the complaining witness to the 
that he would be accused of a eritne, 
or of any. deformity or disgrace, or 
that his person or property would, be 
injured; nor does it otherwise state 
facts sufficient to bring the defen- 
dant within contemplation of a vio-

lation of the statute charged. In-

Mrs. Coolidge was at the bedside 
when her mother died, having been 
at the, hospital since the afternoon. 
The former President was also there. 

Mrs. Goodhue had been a patient 
at the hospital since Dec. 11, 1927. 
On that date she suffered an attack 
of influenza from which she later 
rallied. Subsequently she relapsed, 
due to the infirmities of old age, and 
had several sinking spells, two of 
which brought Mrs. Coolidge from 
the White House to her mother’s 
bedside, 

Since her return to Northampton, 
Mrs. Coolidge has spent two hours 
daily with her mother. Mr. Coolidge 
also was a frequent visitor at the 
hospital. 


Mrs, Lemira Barrett Goodhue was 
‘born in Nashua, N. H., in 1850 and 
{spent virtually all. her life in New 
| ngland. It was not until February, 

1925, when she visited her daughter, 

‘Mrs: Coolidge, in Washington, that 
| she had gone so far from her home,

She had married in New England,

‘A judgment for $21,000 wes direct- 
ed in the Supreme Court yesterday 
against the estate of Arnold Roth- 
stein in favor of Benedict Kahn on 
two notes and a check which were 
cashed by Kahn the day before Roth- 
stein was shot. The case disclosed 
an affidavit by Kahn, who said he 


was longa friend of the murdered |- 


gambler and that Rothstein was in 
financial straits for some time be- 
fore his death. 

Justice Ingraham granted the judg- 
ment’ after’ striking out an answer 
by Jack Rothstone, brother of the 
gambler, and one of the administra- 
tors of .his estate. that the obliga- 
tions sued on were based on gam- 
bling transactions and were not 
legally collectable. :

Kahn’s affidavit alleged that the

by a check drawn by Rothstein 
which Kahn cashed at his own bank 
in the presence of Rothstein. ‘‘The 
check was dishonored for lack of 
sufficient, funds,’ said.

Lindbergh departed on a twenty-day

& Co. a fake manuscript, which was 
accepted as a new Lindbergh book. 
entitled ‘‘We Fly.’’ 

It was learned yesterday that the 
Philadelphia publishers have  dis- 
covered Colonel Lindbergh had not 
written another book and has no in- 
tention of writing one. They are 
looking for the man ‘who brought 
them the manuscript. He posed as 
Donald Kehoe, a former. associaie 
end author of ‘Flying’ with Lind- 
| bergh.’’ He was not Donald Kehoe, 
| hut the publishers thought he was; 
| and they accepted his faked creden- 
| tials and his explanation that Colonel 
i Lindbergh “had authorized him to 
negotiate the manus¢ript, during his 
absence. GR 

Apparently the impostor was so 





that he thought the sale of a manu- 
script was on over-the-counter trans- 
action, and expected to receive the 
| full price for it before it. was discov- 
|ered to be a fraud. He got only a 
| royalty contract providing for a per- 
| centag> on sales. 

; Under these conditions of purchase 
jsuch a fraud would be so unprofit- 
able that the publishers were-not 
| suspicious. 

It was not discovered until George

‘The establishment of a special in- 
stitution for the treatment of New 
York City’s: drug addicts, and of a 
parole system for the helpful super- 
vision of addicts who are dismissed 
as cured, are recommended in the 
report of the Mayor’s Committee on 
Narcotic Addiction, which was sub- 
mitted to the Mayor yesterday. 

The committee was appointed in 
November, 1927, by Comm'ssioner of 
Correction Richard C. Patterson Jr., 
to study the problem of caring ‘fot 
the 1,500 drug addicts who reach the 
city’s prisons each year.. The com- 
mittee was composed of Dr.: Alexan- 
der Lambert, chairman, and ‘Drs. 
Stanley R. Benedict, Menas S. 
Gregory, William R. Williams, Thom- 
as A. McGoldrick, Israel 
Linsly R. Williams, “Dr. Matias 
Nicoll. Jr.,. State. Commissioner. of 
Health, and Dr. Shirley R. Wynne, 


City Commissioner of Health, served 
as advisory members. 


Studied 318 Addicts. 


The committee's recommendations 
are based on an intimate, detailed 


study of 318 addicts, ranging in age 
from 19 to 75 years, who were trade. 
ed in a special ward set aside in 
Bellevue Hospital. Prison. keepers 
were assigned to guard the ward day 
and night to see that no patient  ob- 
tained any drug while under treat- 
ment. None of the patients was a 
prisoner: however. All took the treat- 
ment voluntarily. ; 
Of: the 318, 263 were addicted to 
heroin and 31 to morphine. The pe- 
riodsof addiction ranged from one 
© fifty: years, and more than half 
the cases:gave a history of addiction 
for more than ten years. With few 
exceptions the patients had taken 
previous so-called “‘cures,’’ and more 
than‘ half had taken some form of 
treatment on four or more occasions 
The:report, which covers 150 pages 
and is: illustrated with charts and 
graphs, goes into details on the mer- 
tal, physi¢al and emotional status of 
the patients studied. Only 13 per 
cent were of normal personality.

‘‘Reduction Treatment’? Favored. 


The method favored by. the com- 
mittee'is the ‘“‘reduction treatment,”’ 


in which the addict receives dimin- 

ishing quantities of the drug each 

day until he is ‘“‘off’’ it altogether. 

It found that-abrupt withdrawal was 

dangerous to many patients and rec- 

ommended a gradual withdrawal 
over a pore of fourteen days as 
the most efficacious and humane. 

The committee made the following 
recommendations: 

First—That a special institution be 
created for prolonged care of those 
specially selected addicts who give 
promise of successful and perma- 
nent results after prolonged treat- 
ment.. , 

Second—That all addicts, after the 
abatement of their withdrawal 
symptoms, be. carefully studied by 
expert psychiatrists and psycholo- 
gists .in. order. to select those who 
are suitable for prolonged and suc- 
cessful, treatment.

Retiring Head of Diocese Urges 
Clergy to Respect Authority and 
Put the Church Above Seif.

ALBANY, Oct. 24.—With the im- 
pressive ritual of the Episcopal 
Church, the Right Rev. George Ash- 
ton Oldham was enthroned in the 
Cathedral of All Saints today as 
Bishop of the diocese of Albany, be- 
fore a congregation that occupied 
every part of the edifice. More than 
one hundred clergymen participated 
in the ceremonies. 

Bishop,'Oldham succeeds Bishop 
Richard H. Nelson, who resigned on 
July 1 because of ill health. 

A colorful procession of the clergy 


in bright vestments entered one door 
of the cathedral and filed down the 
long centre aisle. As it reached the 
altar rai] Bishop Oldham recited his 

mise to ‘‘defend the rights, priv- 
leges and liberties of this church 
and diocese, and to rule therein with 
truth, justice and charity, not lord- 
ing it over God's heritage.”’ - 

Bishop Nelson delivered. a short 

rayer and escorted Bishop Oldham 
fo th throne. As the choir sang the 
Benedictus, Dean Richardson handed 
the crozier to Bisho “4 Nelson, who 
gave it to Bishop Oldham, signifyin 
that the new prelate was the actu 
head of the Episcopal Church in 
Northeastern New York. 

The scarlet cape was placed aboui 
the shoulders of the new Bishop 
by Archdeacon Guy Harte Pu and 
the Rev. Henry R. Freeman of Troy. 
Bishop Oldham is the third Bishop 
in the history of the Albany diocese, 
Bishop Nelson being the second and 
Bishop William Croswell oane, 
builder of the cathedral in 1884, the 
first. The enthronement took place 
on the seventh anniversary of 
Bishop Oldham’s consecration as 
bishop-coadjutor. 

After the communion which was 
participated in by. the clergy and 
members of Bishop Oldham’s family, 
Bishop Nelson preached the sermon. 

He urged the clergy to put the! 
church above self, saying that re- 
spect for the authority of the Bishop 
is held vital to true liberty.

Players of the Game 





‘Bob Shawkey—The Yankees’ New Manager. 


'W major league baseball man- 

agers, not even the astonishing 

Joe McCarthy of the Cubs, have 
ever stepped into a new assignment 
amid more singular circumstances 
and greater speculation upon the suc- 
cess or failure of the undertaking 
than Robert John Shawkey—calleca 
Bob the Gob—recently appointed pilot 
of the New York Yankees. 

From the obscurity which envelopes 
nearly all ball players once they have 
outlived their. period of usefulness on 
the diamond, Shawkey almost over- 
night has been elevated to a position 
that is commanding the attention of 
the baseball world. 

He has suddenly fallen heir to a 
ball club that won six pennants and 
three world’s titles in eight® years, 
that only a year ago was hailed as 
the ‘‘wonder team” of all time and 
which since then slipped a few cogs 
in its mechanism and careened off 
the course. He has been asked to 
repair the delicate workings of that 
machine, get it back on the course 
and resume the business of winning 
more pennants. 


Almost Forgotten as Player. 


Shawkey comes into this at a time 
when he was almost forgotten as a 
player, for the fans forget quickly. 
Years ago he had been a great pitcher 
with the Yanks, a sort of iron man 
who toiled unceasingly for the suc- 
cess of his team. He was a fine 
pitcher and won many games. 

He also had a flare for wearing a 
red undershirt, the flaming sleeves 
of which protruded beyond the elbows 
of his uniform. The fans in those 
days needed no numbers to be ap- 
prised of the fact that Shawkey was 


9 warming up in the bullpen. 


Incidentally, Shawkey was one of 
the first to adopt this bit of apparel. 
He believed that the ball, shooting 
out from the whirl of those. red- 
flanneled arms, aided him in deceiv- 
ing batters. At all events, he de- 
ceived many batters and for many 
years. 


Drew Release in 1927, 


But then came a time, after sixteen 
campaigns, when the shirt and the 
arm wore out simultaneously. The 
Fall of 1927 saw Bob the Gob draw 
the inevitable unconditional release 
and he passed on to the minors. 

A year later he was back, helping 
Miller Huggins coach a pitching 
staff that was creaking at the joints, 
but it is to be doubted whether more 
than a handful at the Yankee 
Stadium the past Summer were 
aware that Shawkey..was about. 

In view of all this it is not surpris- 
ing that one hears on every side tne 
questions: ‘‘What sort of a man is 
Shawkey?. What has he got that 
should lead one to believe he will 
be a success as a manager?”’ 

First it may be said that Shawkey 
appe:rs to possess numerous qualifi-

cations that, with a fair measure of 
luck, should enable him to do a good 
job. Also it may be said that he has 
one or two characteristics which mav 
spell his doom. Let us take up one of 
the latter first. 


Is Mild of Manner. 


Shawkey, to begin with, is a pleas- 
ant-spoken, mild-mannered man of 
rather serious mien. Affable, scarcely 
ever known to have turned a harsh 
word on any one, he is, in this 
respect, not at all in accord with 
the general conception of a mujor 
league baseball manager. Managers 
are supposed to be severe men and 
usually are. 

It is no secret that John McGraw 
decidediy does not handle recalcitrant 
ball players with kid gloves. This is 
believed to be one of several reasons 
why McGraw in twenty-seven cam- 
paigns has finished outside the first 
division exactly twice. 

Miller Huggins was generally re- 
garded as a kindly man, rarely given 
to asperity. But Huggins, when oc- 
casion.demanded, could be as stern 
as the next. Did he not once fine 
Babe Ruth $5,000 and indefinitely 
suspend the home-run monarch? He 
did. 

A Famous Huggins Speech. 


And did he not fairly blister the 
ears of his athletes in a clubhouse 
speech toward the close of the 1928 
campaign when it looked as though 
the Yanks would toss away a pen- 
nant? He did. ‘‘And, let me tell 
you,’’ remarked one of those athietes 
later, ‘‘that speech just about cut 
the boys to the marrow.”’ 


What method Shawkey will in- 
voke to hold his men in line from 
March to October remains to be seen. 

On the other hand, Shawkey seems 
to possess qualities that promise to 
make him a capable leader. He is 
above all a remarkably keen student 
of his game and serious about it 
almost to a fault. His quiet con- 
fidence in himself ahd the singleness 
of purpose with which he follows an 
idea also stand out strikingly in his 
make-up. He has the ability to con- 
centrate. : 

Shawkey did not think much of 
baseball when he first took it up on 
the sand lots of Brookville, Pa. He 
played first base in those days, but 
played merely for amusement with 
no thought whatever of turning to 
the game as a profession. But he 
was able to throw an astonishingly 
fast bal] and this caught the eye of 
the manager of the Harrisburg team 
in the Tri-State League, who signed 
him as a pitcher. 


With Harrisburg in 1911. 

That was in 1911 and he fired his 
fast ball that season for Harrisburg. 
But still the game seemed to have 
impressed him little, for the end of 
that season found him stoking coal 
as a fireman on a locomotive. 

But during that Winter he got a 
contract to pitch for Baltimore and 
before Spring came around he got 
another to report to Connie Mack. 
His interest began to grow. 

“T’ll never forget my first start 
on the mound for Mack in a prac- 
tice game,’”’ said Shawkey the other 
day. ‘‘I was as wild as a mountain 
goat. The fast ball whistled by the 
ears and ankles of the batters and 
the curve kept breaking into the 
dirt. Then I lost my temper and 
Mack soon waved me out. 

“After I cooled off a bit I asked 
Chief Bender to show me what was 
wrong with my curve. 

‘« ‘Sure,’ said the Chief, ‘I'll show 
you anything, but first you will have 
to show me that you can control 
yourself and also that ball. Never 
mind your smoke or curve. Learn to 
put that ball where you want it. 
Then come to me and I’ll show you 
how to put stuff on it.’’”’ 


Enlisted in the Navy. 


After a brief period of seasoning 
with Baltimore he came back to the 
Athletics in 1913 and began a bril- 
liant career on the mound, which 
was interrupted only once. That was 
in 1918 when Bob enlisted as a yeo- 
man in the navy. 

According to Sharkey the A’s of 
1913-14 constituted the smartest ball 
club he had ever seen and the late 
Miller Huggins he regards as the 
shrewdest manager of them all. 

“I started under the one and fin- 
ished my course under the other,”’ 
remarked Shawkey. ‘‘Those were 
two wonderful breaks in my favor.”’

SUBMITS NEW SERIES TEST 





Says Clubs Could Curtall League 
Schedule, Then Engage in 
Inter-Circult Games. 





Answering a recent statement 
made by President Ernest E. Bar- 
nard of the American Le e, in 
which the claim was put forth that 
the American League was 20 per 
cent stronger than the National 
League, President John A. Heydler 
issued a challenge to President Bar- 
nard to substantiate his assertion. 

“The statement is hardly born out 
by facts nor by the records of young 

layers in the two leagues,’’ declares 

eydler in his statement. ‘‘And it 
needs more support than comes from 
the flush of pride over the Ameri- 
can League’s world’s series con- 
quest.”’ 

Citing the records of many young 
players in the National League who,

“I know full well,’”’ says Heydler, 
“that the loss of twelve out of thir- 
teen games in the last three world’s 
series is bound to give rise to the 
talk of all-around American League 
superiority, but impartial students 
of the game know there is no ma- 
terial difference in the playing 
strength of the two leagues. 

“The twenty-two-year record of the 
series as conducted under organized 
baseball rules from 1905 through 1926 
shows that the American League has 
won twelve series and we ten: that 
out of 135 games played the Ameri- 
cans won sixty-six and the Nationals 
sixty-four and three were tied. They 
made 430 runs and we made 440. 
They made 1,014 hits, while the Na- 
tionals made 1,033.”’

HE Carnegie Foundation Bulletin No. 23 is too 
big and bulky to juggle lightly with one hand. It 
is a general indictment, and there seems no ade- 

quate way of answering to the charge unless all the 
colleges named in the true bill club together and re- 
tain a common staff of defense attorneys. As it is 
now, individual defendants are rushing up with in- 
dividual defenses (and a few flanking attacks), but 
the indictment was made general for the express pur- 
pose of keeping it general. 

The surprise to those who have been ‘in touch with 
intercollegiate sports for years is that there should 
have been any surprise at the findings made public 
in the report. Another point is that even if conditions 
are exactly as laid bare in Bulletin No. 23, they are 
far better than they were in the same sports years 
ago. There were days at some colleges when the 
football players never made a pretense of carrying a 
chemistry book to the campus or looking in casually 
at a lecture on early Oriental civilization. 

Now the boys really go to classes, and though men- 
tion is made in the indictment of ‘‘compromises on 
scholarship requirements,’’ most institutions give short 
thrift to the athlete who can’t attain a reasonable 
mark in class work. 


Conflicting Reports. 


In this connection it is interesting to remember that 
a@ previous report on the scholarship of athletes and 
what might be called non-athletes in college circles 
gave the athletes a slightly higher average in scholar- 
ship than the non-athletes. If that is a true indication 
of the general state of affairs, there is no need to rush 
around now deflating all the footballs, plowing up the 
college baseball diamonds and letting all the water 
out of the college swimming tanks. ~ 

The principal aim of a college is or should be to 
educate its students. If participation in sport brings 
with it a higher average in scholarship, the sport 
program should be enlarged rather than: reduced. 

It might also be said that in recent years many col- 
leges have adopted the ‘‘sports-for-all-students’”’ at- 
titude, and that is reflected not only in the wide par- 
ticipation of students in a wide variety of sports but 
also in the listing of some sport activity as an actual 
requirement for scholastic standing. Thus at Harvard 
every student is required to play some kind of sport, 
and breaches of this rule are marked down just as 
though the student skipped Greek classes or flunked 
a calculus test. 

One or two colleges insist that each student must 
know how to swim before he can be given a degree in 
arts or sciences. ‘‘Mens sana in sana corpore’’ is a 
trite and shopworn old saying, but it wouldn’t have 
lasted this long if it didn’t mean something. 


Better Times, 


Bulletin No. 23 carries the information that ‘‘ring- 
ers’’ and ‘‘tramp athletes’? have virtually disappeared 
from college ranks. It also points with satisfaction to 
a growing tendency among undergraduates to view 
sports in proper relation to college life and activity. 

In the face of those findings it is odd to find such 
a gloomy introduction to the general report, such 
sinister phrases as ‘‘the Fagins of American sports 
and higher education,’’ and such sweeping recommen- 
dations by President Henry S. Pritchett of the Carne- 
gie Foundation as the abolishing of ‘‘the paid coach, 
the gate receipts, the costly sweaters and extensive 
journeys in Pullman cars,”’ &c. 


If things are better now than they were in the old 
days, that means progress toward the light, and 
there isn’t much need to worry about progress unless 
it lags too much at odd times. The colleges and in- 


-tercollegiate sports survived the sad, bad old days, and 


doubtless will survive these current days, where the 
conditions, according to the report, are better, even 
though they are far from perfect. 


Practical Points. 


Dr. Pritchett’s point-blank shot at ‘‘the paid coach, 
the gate receipts, the costly sweaters and extensive 
journeys in Pullman cars’’ is very good in theory, but 
it avoids an important issue. It is an entirely prac- 
tical issue. 

Though the Carnegie Foundation report includes 
findings on all college sports, the main burden is on 
football. It is true that football players get costly 
sweaters and take extensive Pullman journeys. It is 
also true that football coaches are well paid and that 
gate receipts, taking the country at large, are enor- 
mous. But a practical point in extenuation of that 
program—if it needs any particular extenuation—is 
that football gate receipts in almost every college in 
the country pay the way for all other sports. 

If there were no football gate receipts, Harvard 
might have fifteen tennis courts instead of 105 tennis 
courts, four squash courts instead of forty squash 
courts, no adequate field for the holding of intercol- 
legiate track and field championships and Olympic 
tryouts and no fleet of 104 gigs, barges and shells for 
the students who take part in Harvard’s rowing pro- 
gram year after year. 

Practically all other college sports are living on the 
charity of football. After reading Bulletin No. 23, 
probably the cynical conclusion in this case would be 
that once again charity has been caught covering a 
multitude of sins. 


Guilty on Some Counts. 


With some findings and conclusions. in the report, 
however, it is impossible to quarrel. If conditions are 
better than they were in the old days, undoubtedly 
there are many abuses remaining that should be cor- 
rected. Too many colleges have mortgaged themselves 
to build football stadia. Too many colleges are in a 
financial position where it is necessary for them to 
have a winning football team in order to balance the 
budget for the year. 

At some institutions the football coaches have too 
much power and the students have too little to say 
with regard to the conduct of what should be their 
own amusements. Some college games are not college 
against college but coach against coach. That is not 
the true function of intercollegiate sport, and along 
those lines there is room for improvement. 

Where it is known by the students that recruits 
have been brought in for the express purpose of play- 
ing football, general competition for places on the 
squad is often discouraged. A coach looks cheap when 
a recruit he has brought in at some expense is out- 
played by a student whose board, tuition and inciden- 
tals are entirely paid by the parental purse. 

On the whole, the publication of the report should 
be of immense benefit in many ways. It has brought 
the problem out into the open. It is fairly thorough 
and apparertly unbiased. Of the general situation it 
might be said that there is room for improvement, 
and undoubtedly it will come the faster for the issuing 
of Bulletin No. 23.

NEW RULES VOTED 
FOR SPEED BOATS 


American Power Boat Associa- 
tion Approves Changes Rac- 
ing Board Suggests. 








OFFICERS ARE RE-ELECTED 





Still Again Heads Body—Regulation 
» Revisions to Be Effective’ 
Jan. 1.

Rule changes for the various types 
of racing motor boats which were 
the sehject of preliminary discus- 
sions at earlier meetings during the 
week won the approval of the Amer- 
ican Power Boat Association at its 
annual. meeting yesterday in the 
Hotel Roosevelt and were sent back 
to the Racing Commission, which 
will formulate them in proper phrase- 
ape tf to become effective Jan. 1, 
1930. 

Outstanding among these regula- 
tion revisions are those which apply 
to the growing sport of outboard | 
racing, with marked strides in the | 
direction of a standard code to apply | 
to the whole country. | 

The membres of the Racing Com- 
mission who will meet in the near 
future to complete the work ap- 
proved yesterday represent the Amer- 
ican Power Boat Association, the Na- 
tional Outboard Association and the 
apr enad f° Valley Power Boat Asso- 
ciation, the three major governing 
organizations, and the most far- 
reaching legislation they will be 
called upon to frame affects a dis- 
tinction between strictly amateur 
races and those in which members 
of the trade or industry in some 
manner compete. 


To Create Third Division. 


This will be achieved by the crea- 
tion of a third division in which the 
latter, referred to as ‘‘professionals’’ 
in the discussions, though they will 
not be thus termed in the rule book, 
will compete exclusively, instead of 
racing with the second division as 
in the past. 

The delegates yesterday accepted 
the conclusion of the commission that 
outboard racing was harmed by mix- 
ing drivers who race merely for the 
fun of it and drivers who derive gain 
in one form or other. Outlining the 
purpose of the new class, Charles F. 
Chapman, secretary of the commis- 
sion, declared that everything must 
be done to stimulate eg d amateur 
competition, due to the tendency of 
amateurs to drop out because they 
did not feel they were fairly matched 
against the so-called professionals. 

In the same category came a rec- 
ommendation for the establishment 
of a runabout contest board. Run- 
about races have fallen off because 
amateur drivers found themselves 
easily eclipsed by ‘‘professionals.’’ 

For the rest the major rule 
changes approved were as follows: 

Cruiser racing—Abandonment of 
permanent certificates in handicap 
races and exclusive use of tempo- 
rary certificates; deletion of the rwe 
applying to riding of the stern wave. 

Gold Cup racing—Adoption of a 
weight restriction to apply to the 
complete boat instead of merely the 
bull, as in the past. The total weig’3t 
will be 2,750 pounds. 

Outboard racing—Hull weight mini- 
mums fixed at 115 pounds for Class 
A, 175 for Classes B and C and 225 
pounds for D and E; length of 
courses for records reduced to one 
mile and two and one-half miles; 
distances for records set at five 
miles for A and B and ten miles fur 
C, D and E. 


Four New Trophies Announced. 


Four new trophies were announced | 
as follows: New England Outboard 
Association Trophy for Class D; Red 
Bank Yacht Club Trophy for un- 
limited class; Colonel E. H. R. 
Green Trophy for outboards, the 
first race to be held at New Bedford 
and trophy to become permanent 
possession of winner twice in succes- 
sion or of winner three times; 
Pulitzer Trophy for outboard race 
around Manhattan Island for divi- 
sions 1 and 2 under the new classifi- 
cation. 

The deed of gift for The Detroit 
News Trophy was changed to apply 
to 325 cubic inch boats, in which 
class Major Segrave of England :s 
building twelve, six of which he in- 
tends to bring to this country next 
year, promising an_ international 
contest. The National Trophy, which 
is twenty-five years old, will be 
awarded to the 151 hydroplanes in 
the future, the race to be held in 
conjunction with the Gold Cup re- 
gatta. 

J. D. Barrett was designated to 
represent the A. P. B. A. at the in- 
ternational union’s meeting in Brus- 
sels, where he will work toward ob- 
taining an international standard in 
racing rules, especially outboards.

STILLMAN AND AIDE. 
BACK FROM ALASKA 


Bankers Insist They Were Not 
Lost, but Spent Two Days 
on Trailless Tramp.

BAGGED A BIG MOOSE 











Game Collections on Platforms in 
Trees Will Be: Moved by: 
Planes Later. 





A two days’ tramp in the Alaska 
wilderness, with no trails, and dodg- 
ing swamps, because the hydroplane 
which was to bring them back :<o 
civilization was lost, was among the 
adventurous experiences of James A. 
Stillman, former president of the 
National City Bank, and Joseph H. 
Durrell, vice president, who arrived 
in New York on Wednesday from a 
big-game hunt in the wilds of 
Alaska, 

Mr. Durrell, who was at his desk 
at the bank, 55 Wall Street, yester- 


day, after being absent with Mr. 
Stillman on the hunt for grizzlies, 
moose and caribou since Aug. 5 last, 
told of this experience. 

‘“‘We were simply delayed and 
never lost,’’ said Mr. Durrell, ‘‘when 
we were ready to return to Anchor- 
age from the big-game country, and 
the hydroplane which was to carry 
us bacy. was reported missing. On 
Sept. 25 a land plane sent by Alaska 
Guides, Inc., circled over our camp 
and dropped a note by parachute. 

“This note contained the informa- 
tion that the hydroplane, piloted by 
Russell H. Merrill, which had 
brought us to camp, was lost, and 
that a boat had been sent up the 
Skwentna River to take us back. 
We were advised to meet the boat 
at a certain point about twenty-five 
miles away, as the crow flies. Mr. 
Stillman and I, with our guide and 
cook, spent two days to make a fifty- 
mile tramp across country, with no 
trails to reach the place. The boat 
was due on Oct. 1. It arrived five 
days laté, as it had to be pulled up 
the rapids. 

‘On the return trip, by shooting 
the rapids, we covered in three days

Mr. Durrell spoke of the satisfac- 
tory trip they made in the hydro- 
plane with Pilot Merrill from An- 
chorage to Central Alaska, in 
August. &. 

“It was a beautiful day in which 
to fly,’”’ he said, ‘‘and we were at 
our destination in two and a half 
hours. It took our pack train forty 
days to make the trip, but they, of 
course, had to cut the trail. A rough 
camp, prepared by the guides, was in 
readiness for us. Only one horse 
in the pack train was lost on the 
way. The horses had to be hauled 
by hand over the rivers. 

“Mr. Stillman and I considered 
ourselves amateurs. We went up 
into this big-game country to have 
a good time, and we had it. We 
ran into all sorts of weather, with 
lots of rain, and our average tem- 
perature was about 34 degrees. 

“Our hunting expeditions in the 
Rainy Pass district covered a tract 
about fifty miles long and twenty 
miles wide. We got plenty of black 
and grizzly bears, sheep, caribou and 


moose. e most wonderful of all 
was the big moose bagged by Mr. 
Stillman. rom it he took one of 


the largest moose heads ever taken 
in the district, the horns having a 
spread of 72 inches. I also bagged a 
fine specimen, but somewhat smaller. 

“Our collection of game is now pro- 
tected, with some of our baggage, on 
platforms in trees at our main camp 





site, and the thoose specimens will 
be brought to Anchorage plane-as 
soon as the snow falls, e pers 
having skiis, willbe able to land in 
the valley -where our camp was 
located.’’ 

The bankers took 6,000 feet of film 
with them, but Mr. Durrell said they 
would not be able to tell what suc- 
cess they had had in taking motion 
— of wild animal life until the

FINANCIAL MARKETS 


Panicky Liquidation on Stock 
Exchange Partly Checked; 
Sales Largest on Record. 








In what was possibly the culmina- 
tion of this week's crash, yesterday’s 
stock market passed for a time 
almost into a state of »anic. The 
market’s condition was, indeed, 
deemed sufficiently critical to call 
for a conference of important bank- 
ers, not ostensibly to provide relief 
through concentrated buying orders 
but to examine into the underlying 
situation. Their statement was re- 
assuring in that it found no credit 
embarrassments impending; which 
is undoubtedly a result of the high 
“margin requirements’ that com- 
mission brokers exacted from the 
speculating public of some months 
ago, even when describing in their 
daily bulletins the prospect for a 
still greater rise in prices. These 50 
per cent margins, as compared with 
the 25 per cent of no very long time 
ago, were evidence that, however 
far experienced Wall Street’ may 
have been swept from its mental 
moorings by the market’s seemingly 
boundless capacity to rise, their 
business instinct warned them of 
what the end would be. 

Yesterday’s sweeping decline of 
prices—running in many _ active 
stocks to 25 points or more, with 
total transactions of 12,894,000 shares, 
the largest by 4,600,000 in the history 
of the Stock Exchange—was clearly 
the result of frightened liquidation. 
“Bear selling’’ almost certainly cut 
a minor figure; it is in such markets 
as yesterday’s that large speculators 
for the fall are most. apt to cover 
their commitments. The _ selling, 
where it had not become compulsory 
through exhausted margins, resulted 
unquestionably from the alarm 
created by the sight of values crum- 
bling in a manner such as Wall 
Street had predicted would never 
again be seen. 

At the climax of such a movement, 
the speculative imagination runs as 
wild as it does on the crest of an 
excited rise. Whereas it pictured 
impossible achievement in prosperity 
and dividends last August and last 
February, it now looks for equally 
impossible immediate disasters. In 
the nature of things, the movement 
of prices under such hysteria is sure 
to be overdone, whichever direction 
it may take. Yet it will have to be 
admitted that the speculative com- 
munity had itself, with absolute per- 
sistence, prepared the way and pro- 
vided the material for just such a 
reckoning as yesterday’s. 

It will not be overlooked that in 
one respect this panieky readjust- 
ment has been free from one most 
highly aggravating influence that has 
accompanied all other heavy breaks. 
The 20 per cent call money of last 
March, the 12 per cent of December, 
were characteristic incidents. The 
call-money market ruled at 5 per 
cent in all of yesterday’s commotion, 
and rates on collateral time loans 
went slightly lower. The seeming 
anomaly was an evident result of the 
heavy Stock Exchange liquidation 
that had preceded this week’s con- 
vulsive break. This was reflected in 
yesterday’s brokers’ loan report, 
which showed the week’s reduction 
to have been $167,000,000, the largest 
of any week since last December. 
It has not yet brought that aecount 
to normal proportions, however; for 
the total still stands within $170,000,- 
000 of the highest recorded figure, 
as against $365,000,000 reduction in 
the four weeks after last March, 
$303,000,000 in th> three weeks after 
last November, aad $597,000,000 in the 
six weeks after the break of stocks 
began in March, 1926. 

There were interesting incidents on 
other markets; notably the unusual 
decline of 11 cents a bushel in wheat. 
whose price for the December deliv- 
ery went to $1.14, or practically the 
same price as was touched on the 
same day of last October. Both ster- 
ling and French exchange went to 
still higher figures. The Bank of 
England’s weekly statement re- 
ported further increase in its gold 
reserve of less than $500,000; ‘t 
seems that only a trifling sum of 
gold has come in this week from 
South Africa. Furthermore, it had 
to give up $2,000,000 gold for Paris 
yesterday and the day before, most 
of which did not figure in the weekly 
statement. The London theory ap- 
pears to be that these gold shipments 
to Paris reflect transfer of French 
capital, withdrawn from the Wall 
Street market and brought home by 
way of London; the double process 
resulting in the rise of sterling at 
New York and its fall at Paris. 





Board of Trade to Retaliate.

CHICAGO., Oct. 24.—The directors 
of the Chicago Board of Trade have 
posted Nov. 6 as the day on which 
members will vote on a proposal to 
disbar all members who trade on any 
other exchange in Chicago whose 
rules prohibit its members from trad- 
ing in stocks on the Board of Trade. 


After the expected passage of the 
measure the Board of Trade will 
seek to find a place in the stock 
exchange field without further con- 
sideration of other bodies, it was 
stated.

TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 





The widest break in the history of 
the stock market since the war, and 
one of the most costly to stockhold- 
ers of all periods, developed in the 
securities markets of the country 
yesterday, with an unprecedentedly 
violent wave of selling on the New 
York Stock Exchange, on the Curb 
market and over the counter. A 
veritable landslide of stock hit the 
market in the late morning, complete- 
ly demoralizing trading and bringing 
the widest recessions in stocks which 
have taken place in many years. 
Shortly after 1 o’clock, bankers un- 
der the leadership of Thomas W. 
Lamont of J. P. Morgan & Co. met 
in the Morgan offices, and shortly 
thereafter Mr. Lamont gave an in- 
terview to financial news reporters 
in which he said the situation was 
sound and that, in the opinion of 
the bankers, many stocks had been 
driven down too far. The result was 


a rally that carried the market back 
a considerable distance from the low 
prices of the day, but which was of 
small help to the thousands of stock- 
holders who had been obliged to 
liquidate their holdings at the mar- 
ket in the morning’s terrific decline.

Records Broken. 


Almost every market record, many 
of which had stood for years, was 
broken yesterday in the wild trading. 
Sales on the Exchange were 12,894,- 
650 shares, exceeding the previous 
record by 4,000,000 shares. The Curb, 
too, established a record with 6,337,- 
415 shares. Trading in the bond mar- 
ket, wth a turnover of $23,233,000, 
was the heaviest since Dec. 4, 1924. 
The tickers broke all previous rec- 


ords for tardiness. The previous 
high records for a day’s Stock Ex- 
change transactions were the 8,246,- 
000 shares of March 26 and the 6,414,- 
000 of Nov. 30.

Stock Market’s Immediate Future. 


The support given to the market in 
the early afternoon, and the state 
ment by bankers of their attitude to- 
ward it, changed sentiment consider. 
ably, and last night most brokers 
were hopeful that the _ recovery, 
which started in the afternoon, will 
be continued, at least for a sufficient 
length of: time to permit the market 
to get on its feet and recover its 
judgment. Brokers’ letters which 
went out of the financial district last 
night were tingea with optimism on 
the ground that good, sound and sea- 
soned dividend-paying stocks had in 


many instances been driven too low 
and that the market should rally 
strongly from the present levels. 
One of the hopeful signs which some 
of the brokers were able to discover 
was an order for some 200,000 shares 
of Steel common when it was at its 
lowest point. This support, which 
rallied the stock from 194% to 206, 
was really the turning point of the 
day’s market. ee

The Machinery Breaks Down. 


If ever, in the history of the stock 
market, the inadequacy of the pres- 
ent ticker system was demonstrated,

it was in yesterday’s boiling trading. 
The lag increased with each passing 
hour as a tremendous total of stocks 
was sold and bought and traders 
were entirely at a loss to keep any 
sort of track of the state of their 
particular stocks or of the market 
as a whole. Frequent runs of sales 
of active stocks were printed on the 
bond tickers, and Dow, Jones & Co. 
and the New York News Bureau 
printed at ten-minute intervals their 
reports of the latest prices on the 
Stock Exchange and Curb. It was 
only by following these makeshift 
expedients that traders were able to 
follow the market at all. Even the 


new high speed ticker, now installed 
in a few brokerage offices, would 
have been strained to handle the 
12,894,650 shares of yesterday’s mar- 
ket. It is geared to handle a 7,000,- 
000-share day.

Rumors of the Day. 


One of the stories around Wall 
Street yesterday which encouraged 
more or less buying at the market’s 
opening was that the Mellon inter- 
ests had sent representatives to New 
York from Pittsburgh to buy a long 
list of first-class industrial and rail- 
road shares. The report was not 
confirmed. Neither was an after- 
noon report that the Federal Reserve 


Board would give out a statement at 
the close of business, presumably an- 
nouncing a cut in the rediscount 
rate. The bank rate was not changed.

A New Crop of Customers. 


Wall Street brokerage firms are 
now forced to the necessity of grow- 
ing a new crop of customers, for 
accounts went off their books yes- 
terday in tremendous volume. Many 
familiar faces were missing from the 
financial district by noon time, al- 
though some who had nothing more 
than a sympathetic interest in the 
market stayed to watch the ticker 
and follow the course of stocks in 


which they had been interested. It 
has been estimated by several 
brokers that after such a smash as 
was yesterday’s it requires from six 
months to a year to obtain enough 
new accounts to replace those which 
have been closed.

United States Steel. 


The quarterly report of the United 
States Steel Corporation, to be issued 
on next Tuesday, is expected to be 
favorable. One of the newspaper 
men endeavored yesterday to get an 
expression in regard to the market 
from one of the most prominent of 
the officials of the corporation. 
‘‘What are your opinions in regard 
to the market?”’ he asked. ‘‘Please 
don’t ask me about that,’’ was the 
answer. ‘‘All the newspapers are 
looking for optimistic statements,’’ 


explained another newspaper man to 
whom the response was: ‘I don’t 
think a statement means much, but 
next week we will have some opti- 
mistic news.’’ Next week will come 
the quarterly meeting of the corpora- 
tion at which the earnings for the 
third quarter will be announced.

COMPANY:—Gatineau Power Company is the 
| International Hydro-Electric System and one of the largest hydro-electric producers on the North 
i American continent. Its hydro-electric plants on the Gatineau River and on the Ottawa River and 
| tributaries have a present installed generating capacity of 562,600 hp., of which 486,000 hp. is in 
three plants located on the Gatineau River within thirty-five miles of the City of Ottawa. An 

| plants (except 40,000 hp.) are physically interconnected, forming a unified hydro-electric generating 
and transmission system. The larger portion of these powersites are owned in fee and the balance are 
held under long term government leases. In addition, it is now acquiring the entire funded debt and 
common stock of Saint John River Power Company; which owns the largest hydro-electric 
development in the Maritime Provinces. This a 

initial 60,000 hp. installation, 20,000 hp. has been in operation since October 1, 1928 and an addi- 
tional 40,000 hp. will be in service by the end of this year. 

The total potential hydro-electric capacity controlled by the Company, including undeveloped 
powers, is in excess of 1,200,000 hp. 


POWER CONTRACTS:—Contracts for the sale of all the power presently to be generated at the 
plants of the two companies have been executed with the Hydro-Electric Power Commission of 
Ontario and others. These contracts require deliveries of primary power in the aggregate increasing 
on October 1 in each year from present deliveries of 325,000 hp. to more than 480,000 hp. beginning 
October 1, 1931. The Trust Deed contains provisions limiting and defining the conditions under 
which changes may be made in certain of these contracts. 


EARNINGS:—Net earnings of the Company (available for interest and reserves), on the basis of 
full power deliveries called for by present contracts on or before October 1, 1931,{plus annual interest 
on $9,500,000 First Mortgage 5% Bonds of Saint John River Power Company (all to be pledged 
under the Trust Deed), are calculated to exceed $7,258,000 per annum, or over 2.3 times the annual 
interest requirements on the entire $63,043,500 First Mortgage Gold Bonds to be presently outstand- 
ing, including this offering. These earnings do not include any equity earnings which may accrue to 
the Company from ownership of all the Common Stock of Saint John River Power Company. For the 
twelve months ended September 30, 1929, actual consolidated net earnings from operations of the 
two companies (available for interest and reserves) amounted to $4,841,299, or more than 1.5 times 
such interest requirements.

than 6,000 hp. Upon completion of this financing they will be additionally secured by pledge of the 
entire funded debt and common stock of Saint John River Power Company, viz:$9,500,000 principal 
amount of First Mortgage 5% Gold Bonds and 100,000 shares of common stock. Subject to the 
restrictions of the Trust Deed, $2,500,000 additional bonds may be issued against pledge of an equal - 
amount of Saint John River Power Company bonds issuable on the basis of the initial 60,000 hp.

A survey for a fifth trunk 1 ne rail- 
road to Chicago has been abe genn 
completed and probably wil] be sub- 
mitted to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission early next month, it ‘was 


said thet gperye ¢ by Leonor F. Loree, 
president of the laware & Hudson 
Company. The projected line fol- 


lows the route planned by the late 
7 . Harriman. Known as the 
New York, Pittsburgh & Chicago, it 
would cross the Alleghenies at a 
lower grade than any railroad now 
operating through that region. 


The plan was submitted to the 
Interstate Commerce Commission 
some years ago and was dismiszed, 
without prejudice to re-subzaission, 
on the ground that insufficient in- 
formation had been supplied to jus- 
tify approval of the petition. Early 
this year, the commission informed 
Mr. ree that it expected further 
action on the proposal. Mr. Loree 
then appointed John M. Rudiger, an 
engineer, to make another survey. 
Mr. Loree said yesterday that this 
survey had further improved the 
plans for the line and that it pro 
vided for the gies Fy its highest 
level by more than 200 feet by com- 
parison with the previous plans. 

A party of officials will make a 

final survey of the projected route 
within a week and the plan will then 
be ready for submission to the com- 
mission. The commission has previ- 
ously indicated willingness to hold a 
meeting early in November and Mr. 
Loree said that he believed the hear- 
ing would be held on schedule. 
: Recently Mr. Loree announced a 
plan for uniting many Eastern rail- 
roads into a belt system connecting 
Portland, Boston, New York, Phila- 
delphia, Baltimore and other points. 
This system is independent of the 
new line which Mr. Loree is about to 
submit to the commission. 

Mr. Loree’s proposed trunk line, 
rights to which he acquired from the 
Harriman estate, would cross Penn- 
sylvania from east to west and enter 
New York City and Chicago through 
existing lines. When Mr. Loree first 
put the project before the commis- 
sion in 1925 he proposed construct- 
ing a 283-mile line from Easton to 
Pittsburgh. Construction of two 
branch lines was proposed, one ex- 


tending from Allegheny City north- | 


westerly to North Sewickley and the 
other from a connection with the 
proposed main line at Pittsburgh 
Junction into the industrial section 
of Pittsburgh. 

The chief change in the plan of the 
projected road made since last Sum- 
mer’s survey has been a lowering of 
the maximum grade, Mr. Loree ex- 
plained.

Reserve Note Circulation Declines, 
Weekly Consolidated Statement Shows 





WASHINGTON, Oct. 24.—The con- 
solidated statement of condition of 
the Federal Reserve banks on Oct. 


23, made public by the Federal Re- 
serve Board today, show decreases 
for the week of $52,600,000 in holdings 
of discounted bills and of $1,900,000 
in government securities and an in- 
crease of $19,300,000 in bills bought in 
open market.

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CORN PRICES RISE 
WHILE WHEAT DROPS 


Market Resists Selling Force 
and Rallies After Giving 
Way Temporarily. 








DEMAND FOR CASH IS GOOD 





Liquidation in Oats Depresses Quo- 
tations for That Grain——Rye 
Also Loses. |! 





Special to The New York Times. 
CHICAGO, IIll., Oct. 24.—The wild- 
est day’s trading under normal con- 


ditions in years prevailed in the 
wheat market today, with a break or 
11% to 12 cents per bushel to a new 
low for the season for the March 
and May deliveries. 

On the extreme break immediate 
buying orders made their appear- 
ance, credited in part to a Conti- 
nental European account. These or- 
ders absorbed the surplus in the pit, 
and this with general buying by 
commission houses, shorts and hold- 
ers of daily and weekly bids brought 
about an upturn of over 8 cents a 
bushel. Values went up as rapidly 
as had been the decline, with the 
finish showing net losses of 45% to 
5% cents. 

It was estimated that total sales 
of wheat during the day were well 
in excess of 100,000,000 bushels, al- 
though the official figures will not 
be available until tomorrow. 

Buenos Aires and Rosario closed 
1% to 2% cents lower, while Liver- 
pool was 2% to 3% pence lower. 

Primary arrivals today, 1,325,000 
bushels; week ago, 1,232,000 bushels; 
last year, 2,272,000 bushels. Ship- 
ments, 1,164,000 bushels; week ago, 
&36,000 bushels; last year, 1,470,000 
bushels. 

The corn market showed decided 
resistance to selling pressure, and, 
while breaking sharply at one time, 
the decline failed to uncover stop 
loss orders of consequence and the 
market recovered about 4 cents of 
the early loss. The finish was at 
the top, with net gains of % to 1% 
cents.

London Auctioneers Have Small 
Copy of “Old Grog’s’”’ Vessel. 
Special Cable to THe New York TIMEs. 

LONDON, Oct. 24.—A model of a 
British warship which will be sold 
soon at Satheby’s will attract atten- 
tion both sides of the Atlantic, partly 
because of the familiarity of the 
nickname of its first owner and 
partly because of its association with 
the family of George Washington.
